It ‘3 in the shape of a 
ship's log almost, thowing at intervals of a 
very few minutes, sometimes a single min- 
ute, rarely more than an hour, tne pa- 
tlent’s progress towards the end. 

But perhaps the most valuable data con- 
tained, from a medical point of view, is the 
accurate registering of the medication of 
the case—not a single morsel of food nor a 
4 of medicine, or bath, is omitted in 

account. Included in the running 
story, at the proper intervals, are the 
bulletins which were pven to the public, 
as the case progresse 


Description of 
the Wounds. 
The report begins with an account of the 


first operation at the emergency hospital, } 
Sept. 6, the two wounds being described ex- 
ac as they have been treated in the pre- 
ceding medical reports. Dr. Rixey, stating 
that all the physicians present agreed to 
mmediate ieparotomy, makes his first entry 
at 6:30 p. m., when Dr. Mann made a ver- 
tical incision, sing through the wound, 
and found at the very beginning a piece of 
cloth, carried in b e bullet. Eight gin- 
utes later strychnine was administered “hy- 
dermically. Some time after that, brandy 
administered in the same manner, and 
morphia was administered. TAs same ap-

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GROERED BY FEDERAL COURT 


KEPT IN CLOSE CONFINEMENT IN 
A JAIL FAR FROM THEIR 
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REFUSE TQ OBEY A MANDATE 


For Thirty-One Years Judges of This 
Missouri County Have Been Kept in 
Prison Because They Refuse to 
Levy Taxes to Pay fora 

Railway Never Built.

MARYVILLE, Mo., Oct. 2.—For prin- 
ciples to them as lofty as those of 1776 two 
judges of the St. Clair County Circuit 
Court are closely confined in the Nodaway 
County jail here enjoying no more privil- 
eges than the worst lawbreakers of the 18 
other prisoners with them. 

The third judge is somewhere among th® 
brush-covered hills of St. Clair County, 
cared for by the farmers and secreted from

MARYVILLE, Mo., Oct. 26.—T'wo young 
women and a boy 13 years old, sjsters and 
brother, are in jail here charged with 
burglary and larceny. 
At their home near Graham a buggy be- 
longing to Samuel Vanderhoef was found 
and a further search of the place brought 
to light a collection of articles ranging all 
the way from silver spoons, jewelry and 
Silk dresses to canned fruit and cord wood. 
Some of the articles have already been 
identified by persons who say they have 
missed them within the past few weeks. 
The women are Mrs. Jennie Almira Gen- 
try and May Steele. The boy’s name is 
Homer Steele. Mrs. Gentry is sald to bea 


divorced woman. She is about 26 years old. 
May Steele is about 18. 

The authorities b) eve the trio are mem- 
bers of an organized gang which has been 
working during the past few months in 
Nodaway, Andrew, Gentry, De Kalb, Bu- 
chanan,. Holt and Atchison counties, in 
Missouri, and in Page and Taylor counties, 
in lowa. 

They say many of the articles found in 
the Steele house fit the descriptions of 
erticles stolen from homes in these coun- 


ties. 

The-women refuse tosdiimqusa. their sea. 
Whenever anyone approaches .them y 
draw heavy veils over their facés and main- 
tain a careful silence. The boy has made 
a partial confession. 

The three were arrested last Sunday night 
after a watch kept for them for 4 hours. 
The discovery of the goods in the Steele 
home came about through a combination 
between Samuel Vanderhoef of this city 
and William Key, who lives near here, Mr. 
Vanderhoef’s horse and buggy Were stolen 
from the street here about three w

Key's house was entered Saturday night, 
ct. 5, and carpets, bed spreads, table lin- 
n, silverware, dresses and canned fruit 
were carried off. 

Key and Vanderhoef suspected that they 
were victims of the same thieves and 
united in the search. 

Saturday Key saw Vanderhoef's buggy in 
the yard back of the Steele house. 


Laid a Trap 

for Robbers. 
The marshal of Graham was notified of 
the discovery and went to the Steele house. 
There was no one there. 
A search of the place revealed several of 
the articles stolen from the Key home. 


Sheriff Enis was sent for at once. Hé6 
swore in John Wallace, Charles Knarr and 
Claude Campbell as deputies and drove to 
Graham immediately. 

The Steele place was still deserted. 

The officers did anew during the day 
except keep a close watch on the place to 
see that no one entered it. . 

After dark they stationed patrols up and 
down the road and around the house. A 
man was also sent to Maitland to watch at

predicted a rapid convalescence, failing 
complications. The bulletin at 10:30 said the 
President’s condition was unchanged, and 
describes the removal of the stitches and 
the cause therefor. 

The sixth day’s treatment was marked by 
the administration of the first food into the 
stomach, beef juice, which the note says 
“tasted good.”” There were seven admin- 
istrations of this beef juice between mid- 
night and 9 o’clock the next morning. ‘The 
patient complained of feeling chilly, but is 
recorded as sleeping moret han usual, and 
the bulletin at 9 o'clock said that he rested 
comfortably and his condition was excel- 
lent. ‘The patient complained of headache 
at 2: 15 and camphor was applied to the 
head. The bulletin at 3:30 stated that the 
President continued to gain, and the wound 
was becoming healthy. 

The seventh day began with the adminis- 
tration of beef juice, and the diet was 
varied this time (the patient complainin 
of pain in the abdomen) by whisky an 
water and chicken broth. At 1:30 p. m., 
digitalis and strychnine having been in- 
jected hypodermically meantime, the 
tient was given the second piece of toast 
and one egg. The entry reads: “Did not 
relish it, and ate very little. Quieter and 


more cheerful since 
nine.”’ 

At 4:45, it is said, ‘Mind wandering and 
restless.’ Calomel, whisky and water and 
digitalis were again administered. Th 
skin was moist and cold, and the 8:30 bulle- 
tin reported that the President’s condition 
was not quite so favorable and his food had 
been stopped. At 9:35 Dr. Rixey writes: 
“Whole body moist and cold. Pulse w 
and thready. Slept gid 20 minutes.”” At 
ll o'clock of that night normal salt solution 
was injected beneath the skin.

Contempt of the federal court is the 
charge against them in the commitment 
issued by Judge Phillips of the western dis- 
trict of Missouri. They refuse now, as 
others have for 31 years, to obey the fed- 
eral court and pay the pmncipal and inter- 
est on railroad bonds issued for a road t 
was never built. 

Since 1877 these judges, or others in their 
places, have been most of the time nomi- 
nally in jail for contempt. 

Now, however they are actually in jail, 
and never allowed outside except in charge 
of a deputy sheriff. 

his was Judge Phillips’ order Monday 
when they were brought here, one from 
Warrensburg and the other from Bethany. 
They were transferred, says the commit- 
ment, ‘‘for better safety and security.”’ 

“I shall treat them just like the other 
prisoners,”” said Sheriff James M. Enis 
to the Post-Dispatch. ‘I shall give them 
no more liberty than I give the other men 
in jail under sentence.”’ 

The judges believe the two principles for 
which they have gone to jail are as vital 
as those for which wars have been fought. 

State’s rights, they say, is the chief of 
the two, and over this a great war, the 
civil war, was waged. 

The other principle is that men should 
not be made to pay for what they do not 
get. They did not get the railroad for 
which bonds were issued and they refuse 
to 5 Sl yy bonds. 

There is a real conflict between the laws 
of the state and the laws of the United 
States. As state officers the judges obey 
the former and go to jail at the command 
of the latter. 


State Against 
Federal Lawa 
The Supreme Court of the United States 
has declared that St. Clair County must

‘Trance to see what else they could find tn- 
side. Many persons whose homes had peen 
entered were among the crowd. 

e officers kept them outside, however, 
while they searched the house. 


Canned Fruits 
and Plum Butter. 

In every room they discovereda articles 
which they believed to be stolen. They 
found coats and trousers, with the cost 
marks on them; women’s jackets, overcoats 
and more than 200 quarts of canned fruit 
and plum butter. 

In the meentime the crowd outside 
turned its attention to the wagon on which 
the sisters and brother had just returned 


home. 

It looked like a wagon load of cordwood. 

e wood, however, was just a veneer. It 
was thrown off, and beneath were wheat, 
corn, oats and clothing. 

The women refused to say where they 
secured the stuff. The boy declared they 
had bought it in Rochester, where they 
had been to visit an uncle. 

Sheriff Enis and others who have been 
sows 2 on the case believe the Steele 
house is only one rendezvous and store- 
house of a gang of thieves. 

They believe that others are located in 
other parts of the county and in neigh- 
boring counties. 

e Steele family lived until April near 
Wilcox. plas | moved to Graham at that 
time. They have ,never tried to cultivate 
their neighbors. 

An older brother, David Steele, arrived tn 
Graham last Monday in ignorance of the 
arrest of his sisters and brother. He was 
algo locked up as an accomplice, but he 
apd the younger boy insist that he was in 
North Dakota all summer. 

The preliminary hearing in the case of the 
two sisters and the younger brother was 
set for yesterday morning before Justice 
of the Peace A. 8S. Childs. When arraigned 
they took a change of venue to Justice W. 
H. Johnson, They will be arraigned before 
him tomorrow.

IT HAS BEEN FIXED FOR WEDNES-

To do this they would have to levy a tax 
in excess of that allowed by the state con- 
stitution. 

“I must obey the state law first,” sald 
Presiding Judge Nevitt, ‘‘because am a 
State officer; and, anyway, I’m a state’s 
rights man. I don’t believe in interference 
of the federal government in such matters.”’ 

There is a more material motive as well 
behind the stubborn fight. To pay the 
bonds the judges would be compelled vir- 
tually to soll their ccunty. Its assessed 
valuation is only $4,000,000, or not three 
times the amount of the debt. 

For the principles and the welfare of the 
county the judges say they will fight for- 


ever. 
“IT will stay in ae forever if the people 
want me to,”’ declared Judge Nevitt. ‘“‘We 
huve no thought of giving in.” 

The two men have not seen family or 
friends since May. Each has a wife and 
six children living on a small farm in Col- 
lins township, St. Clair County. They are 
poor men. As judges now they get $2 a 
ae apiece, which goes to their families. 

udge Nevitt has been a member of the 
County Court for 10 out of the past 12 years. 
He has spent the time elther in jail or 
hiding in the woods. 


Judge Peden was county judge first in 1887 
and 1888. He has served this time since 
1898. His experience has been like that of 
Judge Nevitt. 


Why Men Run 
for Office of Judge. 


“Why do we run for office when we know 


it means going to. jail?’ asked Judge 
Nevitt. “‘Because it is a matter of life and 
death to us, and we are willing to do any- 
thing to save our homes and the homes of 
friends. 

‘Republicans and Democrats nominate 
men every two years and the race is close. 
But there is a plank in each platform 
which binds the candidates to go to jail 
rather than make the railroad levy. 

“As long as the people choose to elect 
me I shall not decline. As long as they 
want me to stay in jail I shall stay.” 

Two things the people of St. Clair Coun- 
ty watch in choosing their judges. They 
make sure first: that their candidates are 
faithful. In the second place, they select 
men too poor to be in danger of a heavy 
fine from the courts. 

When the two judges were brought to 
Maryville Monday they met for the first 
time since May. 

They were arrested May 8 in the court- 
house at Osceola, the county seat of B8t. 
Clair County. United States Marshal Gra- 
ham of St. Joseph, disguised as a traveling 
salesman. made ‘the arrest.

tucky and settled first in Henry County,, 
adjoini St. Clair. Judge en instr 
from Indiana and his family lives now on 
the farm he cleared then. 

Judge Nevitt is short and thick-set. He 
bas a round, red, good-natured face 
sand hair and mustache silghtly tinged 
with gray. 

His jaw is square‘and his mouth firm. 
When he talks of the 30 years’ struggle 
his face takes’ on a set expression. At 
other times it wears a smile. Judge Nevitt 
laughs often and when he does he shakes 
and chuckles after the manner of fat men. 

He talks more than Judge Peden, but he 
never rants. His conversation is always 
calm. His voice igs low and pleasant. is 
manner is that of the reasoner and he 
apeane often of the unreasonablenhess of 
the orders of the courts. 

His English is good. He is familiar with 
law and legal practices and refers to them 
often, but his argument in support of 5t. 
Clair County is not based on statutes. He 
talks of what to him is just, whether it 
be law or not, and by that he stands. 

“The laws in our case confiict,”’ says he. 
“That is the cause of the trouble, we 
must go back to justice.” 

Judge Nevitt is 62 years old. He looks 
younger. 

Judge Peden is two years younger, but 


looks older. 

e Aank-and thin, with a power- 
ful frame, slightly stooped with hard work. 
His long hair is gray, and his face has deep 
wrinkles in it. . 

“He's a harder worker than I am,” said 
Judge Nevitt of him. “And being locked up 
makes him nervous. He wants to be doing 
something.”’ 


The History of 
a Long Struggle. 

Judge Peden talks very Tittle, except when 
asked a question. His manner is calm and 
thoughtful, like that of Judge Nevitt. He 
is unalterably opposed to compromise in the 


case, nor does he talk of obeying the man- 
dates of the court.

A UNIQUE EMBEZZLER 


ARMLESS AND LEGLESS COUNTY 
TREASURER IN FLIGHT.

JACKSON; Miss., Oct. 26.—Officers in 
Lake County are in pursuit of the most 
unique embezzler on record. Z. Morehead, 
the county treasurer, and a man without 
arms or legs, is sort several thousand dol- 
lars in his accounts, but in spite of the 
diligent search being made for him has 
so far succeeded in eluding his pursuers. 
The officers are informed that he 1s still 
in the county. 

When the board of supervisors met at 


Carthage, the county seat, recently, in the

Previous to this slip Moreh2ad had borne 
a good reputation. Born without hands or 
legs he had managed to supply the lack 
by the most marvelous dexterity with his 
stumps, and to a casual observer he’ did 
net-appear particularly handicapped by his 
misfortune.

GOLD FOUND STICKING TO AN- 
CHOR FLUKE. 


SAND UNDER WATER IS RICH 


Miners Know That the Ocean Bed 
Along Shore Is Full of Gold, but 
They Cannot Get to It With 
Any Dredgers Built. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 26.—The 
question of mining the gold deposits under 
the tidal waters off Cape Nome has been 
revived through the accidental lifting of 
some gold-bearing mud on the fluke of 
the anchor of a steamer riding off shore. 
It is well established that the gold-bearing 
stratum which was so productive along 
Nome Beach continues indefinitely under 
the sea. 
how shall it be reached? 

Dredging seemed at one time to be the 


only reasonable solution. Some vertture- 
some speculators invested large sums of 
money in dredgers, hoping to seeure a prize 
through their agency. But the heaving of 
the sea and the frequency of rough weath- 
er made dredging with any appliance intro- 
duced there impossible. the dredger 
wrecked itself in unsteady water. Every 
investment in such machines there has 
since been counted a dead loss. 

Later on an attempt was made to pros- 
pect this submarine deposit in thé winter 
season. Advantage was taken of the fact 
that the sea freezes solid to the ground for 
some distance from the beach. Snafts were 
sunk in the ice to the gold-bearing stratum, 
What measure of success followed this 
novel plan of submarine mining has not yet 
been made known, 

The probabilities are that the intense cold 
which froze the sea water to a dépth of 
16 or 2 feet made it impossible to mine 
economically the ground lying under the ice 
sheet. The results have, at all events, not 
been sufficiently glowing to receive special 
mention in the reports from Nome. 

‘The steamer Santa Aha, on whose anchor 
fluke the gold-bearing mud is said to have 
been brought to the surface, was moor 
in six fathoms = Daeg, ‘one and one-quar- 
ter miles from shore. In the mud brought 
up by the anchor were embedded severai

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THE WITCH'S CURES 


LAID CENTURIES AGO, COMES 
TRUE AT LAST. 


END OF A GERMAN FAMILY 


She Prophesied That Four Suicides 
Would End the Race and It Came 
About as Predicted. 


DENVER, Oct. 26.—With the suicide of 
William Rorke in Anaconda the last male 
descendant of the Von Rorke family, prom- 
inently identified with early German his- 
tory, has passed away. His suicide was the 
fulfillment of a tradition handed down for 
centuries, and the ancient prophecy had 
preyed on Rorke’s mind for years. 

The information has been given to his 
friends in Anaconda that Rorke committed 
suicide to escape his creditors, but Wilhelm 
D. Grosse, of Westphalia; Mich., who knew 
Rorke’s family in Germany and later in 
New York, tells this story: 

The Van Rorke family, in the feudal 
days, was one of the strongest and most 
warlike families in Germany. It is told that 
the first Baron Von Rorke was the head 
of a band of marauders. That was in the 


seventeenth century and after a bl - 
tle the old baron, who had oined tag Aootn 
forces and had been knighted and placed 


at the head of a command, destroyed the 
desperate remnants of his old following. 
From a hill near his castle came an old 
woman of the same stripe as the Witch of 
Endor. She cursed Von Rorke during his 
last moments and predicted calamities for 
his descendants. Among other things she 
foret that the last four male members 
of the family would die by their own hands. 
The Von Rorkes lived and prospered for 
generation after generation. A good many 
zoare ago the only living family of Von 
orkes emigrated to America. When they 
arrived on American shores they dropped 
the prefix “von” and became plain “Ror- 
es 


The family did not prosper here as they 
had in the fathefland, and much of their 
worldly goods dwindled away until tiey 
were reduced from a comparative wealth 
to poverty.

HOW THEY PASS THEIR LIFE IN 
PRISON CELLS. 


DEATH WILL DIE VERY SOON 


Jennie Bosschieter’s Slayers Are 
Suffering for the Terrible Crime 
They Committed One 


Year Ago. 


PATERSON, N. J., Oct. 2%—Just one 
year and a week ago pretty Jennie Boss- 
chieter, the mill girl, was drugged in Dan 
Saal’s Riverside saloon, and then carried to 
Alyea’s icehouse in Bergen County, where 
her murderers ieft her dead.

A WARNING TO US. 


_ The igss of 18 lives, by fire or by jumping fron the burning 

Sullding, in Philadelphia Friday, should be a warning to the 
' people of St. Levis and elsewhere. It should raise the question: 
Iiave we any building whose condition is a menace of a similar 
or worse catastrcphe? 

Here is work for conscientious owners of buildings, manayers, 
and all concerned. Especially can the building inspector and 
the insurance men aid in the discovery and abatement of this 
danger. The thing to do is to see that the conditions are such 
that no life need be sacrificed in case of fire. This means wide, 
fire proof stairways, abundant elevator capacity, plenty of fire 
pscapes, easily accessible and easy to use; hose, fire buckets and 
fprinklers; and fire-drill so that fire-fighting can begin with in- 
telligence and yigor at a moment's notice. 

All these things ure not needed in some buildings. But there 
@re maphy in which none can be omitted. Particularly in fac- 
teries and other places where large numbers of women are em- 
ployed, the possibility of a holocaust should be avoided by every 


known precaution. 
We must learn to value human life more highly than we do. 


They hold their tongues and “take their medicine.” Such a man 
is silent because he hasn’t anything important to say. And, of 
course, when he opens his mouth he puts his foot in it.

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A HINT TO ST. LOUIS. 

The decision of the Hlinois Supreme Court in the suit brought 
by the Chicago teachers to compel the Board of Equalization to 
assess the fallroad property in Chicago at a just and proper 
value is a hint to the people of other states. 

The Illinois court held that the Board of Equalization could 
be compelled to do its duty and correct an assessment when it is 
too low as well as when it is too high; that capital stock, in- 
cluding franchises, must be assessed at the market value, when 
that is obtainable, and when not, on the value of the franchise; 
that an assessment lower than the market value is fraudulent. 

In Ohio Mayor Johnson has taken the hint and has brought 
suit to have $200,0m,000 additional assessment against railroad 
property placed on the tax list. 

In Missouri the people have tried vainly to secure from suc- 
cessive Boards of Equalization a just assessment of the property 
of franchised corporations. 

The Legislature at the recent session passed a special law pro- 
viding for the taxation of franchises. But the Board of Equal- 
ization ignored the law and violated both its spirit and letter. 
The Board failed to assess the property at its market value in 
accordance with the provisions of the law. 

Here in St. Louis the assessment of franchised property is 
331-3 per cent less than that of other property. 

Have not St. Louls and Missouri a remedy for this wrong in the 
courts? Cannot the Board of Equalization be forced to comply 
with the law and assess franchise property at a just rate? 

The question is worth testing. Sucess in the courts would mean 
a much needed addition to the revenue of St. Louis—needed espe- 
clally now for essential public improvements. .

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JUDGE BREWER’S DEMOCRACY. 
Justice Brewer’s Yale celebration address contained an acknowl- 
edgment of Democracy, radical and sweeping. 
“Trusts must be guided and ruled,’’ said the speaker. .“All at- 
tempts to stay them by injunction or statute is lunacy; appeal 


rmust be taken to public opinion.”’ 


Which is to say that the problem is not for courts or lawmak- 
ing bodies to deal with, but for the people themselves. It is very 
much like pure Democracy. 

“We hear today,’’ he went on, ‘“‘many a financial and industrial 
leader asserting that there is no need of a college training ex- 
cept for the few who wish to follow a merely professional life. 
These assertions are the outcry of power against equality; the 
challenge of the forces which tend to promote the material to 
those which aim at the elevation of the intellectual and spir- 
tual.”’ 

It is in the intellectual and spiritual culture that will be founf 
protection against commercial tyranny on one hand and aassassi- 
nation on the othe#. To the court of public opinion, elevated and 
purified by education, must appeal be made. That court ‘‘may 
not stay the trust movement, but will control it’ and make it 
subserve the higher end of ‘“ennobling the individual.”’ 

There is a buoyant optimism about Judge Brewer’s expressions 
which is most encouraging. His firm confidence in the sanity 
and moral vigor of the people rebukes the timid counselors who

Terrible Peril of Miss Stone Indicated 
by the Treatment of Other Vic- 
tims of Cutthroats. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Oct. 26.—The capture of Miss 
Stone, a missionary, and her detention by 
brigands in the mountains near the border 
of Bulgaria and Turkey for the purpose of 
ransom, bas brought to attention again the 
outrages committed upon travelers by these 
treebpooters of the Balkans. While not 
much has been reard of them in late years, 
the time is not far gone when so many 
travelers were captured and held for’ ran- 
som among the niountains of Macedonia; 
Greece, Bulgaria and Roumania as to 
cause the Christian governments to make 
forcibie representations to the rulers of 
these lands respecting the need for con- 
trolling them and rendering travel safe. 

In the last quarter century. Northern 
B ria; Roumania, Servia, Hirgegovnia 
and Bosnia zot out from under the ‘Turk- 

h yoke, the erstwhile gentlemanly pro- 
fession lost its respectable character and 
was frowned down upon by the near and 
more enlightened governments and brigand- 
age gave way to honest industry. Not go, 
however, in Albania und Macedonia, the 
last strongholds cf the Turk in Europe. 
Placed nominally under the care of Ciris- 
tian Murope by the treary of Berlin, the un- 
speakable Turk etill dominetes the land 
which has become the rallying ground of 
bands of cutthroats belonging to ali creeds 
and nationalities. The chiefs, however, 
and the backbone of these bands are Al- 
banians, The membership is made up of 
Greeks, Turks and Bulgarians. 

Case of 

Lord Muncaster. 

One of the famous instances of persons 
being captured by brigands and held for 
ransom is that of Lord and Lady Mun- 
caster. Lord Muncaster was staying at 
Athens in 1870,. when a picnic to the Plain 
of Marathon was organized by members 
of the diplomatic corps accredited to the 
Greek court. The party consisted of Lord 
and Lady Muncaster, Mr. and Mrs. Hd- 
ward Lioyd and their child, Fred Vyner, 
brother of the Marchioness of Ripon; 
Count Albert Bayl, secretary to the Aus- 
trian legation; the Hon. Edward Herbert, 


They were on 
their way back to the city when they were 
suddently pounced upon by a party of 
brigands under the command of the weil 
known brigand chief, Arvanitaki, and were 
carried off to the hfit eountry lying be- 
tween Pentelikon and Mount Parnassus.

Muncaster was selected as emissary, 
and the demands with which he was in- 
trusted by the brigand chief called for a 
ransom of $160,000 in money, a free. parde 
for present and past crimes, and the libef- 
ation of certain bandits then in custody. | 
Lord Muncaster was given to understand, 
moreover, that if any attempt were made 
to pursue the band the prisoners would be 
put to death. 
pore Muncaster sought the assistance of 
Mr. Erskine, the British enyoy. The latter 
immediately arranged to pay the ransom 
demanded, and at the same time took ater 
to obtain from the Green government the 
nee of pardon for the bandits. Nego- 
jations were in progress with the brigands, 
with the object of conveying to them some 
assurance that pardon would be grantet 
in their favor as soon as Parliament reas- 
sembled, when the Greek cabinet, foresce- 
ing not only trouble in the chamber about 
the amnesty, but likewise that it would be 
called upon by Great Britain, in course of 
time, to defray the amount of the ransom 
paid by Mr. Erskine, started large bodies 
of troops and constabulary after the brig- 
ands. This was done without the knowl- 
edge of the King, and in defiance of the 
solmen pledges given by the Greek premier 
to the British envoy and to Lord Mun- 
caster. The brigands, this

So great was the indignation created by 
he behavior of the Greek government in 
reaking its promises to the British lega- 
fon t King George was forced to dis- 
miss the entire cabinet, and, while the 
Greek treasury escaped the payment of the 
ransom, it was compelled ee England to 
grant heavy damages to the families of 
some of the victims of the tragedy. A 
ear later, owing to thé energy dis layed 
n the matter by King George, not only 
Arvanitaki hig entire band were cap- 
tured and brought to justice, but likewise 
several members of the Greek Parliament 
and Sa Englishman named Noel, estab- 
ished at Negroponte, who were proved to 
ave been accomplices of the brigands.

The Case of i | 
the Steinbergs. 

The ransom system has long been cone 
sidered such a mater of course that until 
ten years ago or so the Sublime Porte al- 
ways refunded to the foreign embassies at 
Constatinople such ransoms as they had 
paid for the release of their countrymen 
from brigands. One case fn particular was 
that of Count and Countess Bray Steinberg, 
after whose rescue on payment of the sum 
extorted the German government demand- 
ed that the Sultan return the $50,000. It 


happened that the Count and Countess had 
been #0 ill-used by their captors that they 
were suffering in consequence, and, as the 
Sultan paid the money he grumbled con- 
siderably at giving’ up‘'so much for ‘‘dam- 
aged Germans.”’ 

The British foreign office first adopted 
a new course in the case of a Major Both- 
wick, who held an appointment in the 
Turkish: gendarmerie, and whose wife and 
children had been age ag > In view of th 
fact that,the major was in the employ 0 
the. Turkish government, it was believed 
that it would be difficeult later to persuade 
the Turks to refund the ransom money if 
paid. Therefore, the major was informed 
that he should not have exposed his fam- 
ily, and that while his home government 
would exert its friendly offices it-could not 
pay the ransom. Since then foreign govern- 
ments have in general followed this course, 

Japan once took the wise course of pre- 
venting foreigners from coming in contact 
with its bandit element, This was dur'"g 
the ten years following the revolution of 
1867, when Japanese fanatics were very 
likely to wreak a murderous vengeance 
upon foreigners, whom they believed to be 
indiscriminately their foes. And the gov- 
ernment had so often been called upon to 
pay indemnity that it prohibited foreigners 
from traveling in the interior. 

In other countries the proper way to 
deal with murderers and outlaws has not 
yet been found. It is, after all, in a rela- 
tively small portion of the globe that ‘“‘life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness” are 
insured to the traveler. 

Ocasionally, however, a bandit is brought 
to justice, as in the recent case of the no- 
torious brigand, Musolino, who was cap- 
tured after a fierce resistance at Urbino.

RICENT TESTS SHOW ILLUMINAT-

Unexpected Activity Shown Every- 
where by Owners and Investors 
in the Oil Fields of Texas 
and Louisiana. 


BEAUMONT, Tex., October 26.—Ever

WAS A BIG SURPRISE 


INCREASE IN CASH RESERVE OF 
NEW YORK BANKS UNEXPECTED. 


A PROFESSIONAL MARKET 


Northern Pacific Controversy Caused 
Doubt and Uncertainty in the 
Speculative World. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 26.—The increase in 
the cash reserves of ‘the banks of $1,592,900 
was a great surprise to Wall street. The 
source of the receipt of cash is a mystery, 
as the known movements of money indi- 
eated a loss of upwards of $2,500,000 for the 
week. The loan item reflected the continu- 
ance of reborrowing by debtors who are 
paying off foreign loans. 

The weekly statement of the Bank of 
Germany shows a recuperation. in cash re- 
sources of over $12,000,000 with a reduction 
of loans and contraction of note issues of 
about equal amounts, but sterling ex- 
change declined in Berlin again today, in- 
dicating continued pressure for gold there. 


There remains some requirements to be 
filled at New York for remittances to Lon- 
don on account of subscriptions to the is- 
sue of consols, an installment on which is 
due Nov. 7. The question of gold exports 
from New York next week is, therefore, 
an open one. 

After falling into a lethargic condition 
early in the week the stock market devVvel- 
oped a degree of activity and strength 
luter. The buying, which was responsibble 
for this advance, was large and concen- 
trated in its source and congested in a few 
stocks, shifting from day to day from one 
group to another. | 

The movement was initiated in the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern’ stocks, shifting 
thence into the Vanderbilts goporaily, then 
into St. Paul, Union and Southern Pacific 
and then into coalers. The industrials and 
specialties have moved say Avot ges & as is 
usual in, periods of irregularity in the gen- 
eral market. 

A notable feature of the market was the 
evident predominating professional char- 
acter of the operations. Commission houses, 
which usually operate on orders from the 
generally speculative ublic, have been 
conspicuously in the background during the 
week. Brokerage houses, usually employed 
by the great financial interests'in the street, 
have executed large orders on both sides of 
the market, leaving the uninformed publi¢ 
confused as to whether those interests are 
committed to the long or short side of the 
market. 

Doubt and uncertainty, in fact, are still 
the prevailing sentiment in speculative cir- 
cles. .Some of the buying has been at- 
tributed to progress towards a settlement 
| the Northern Pacific controversy. If in- 
siders have bought stocks for that reason 
it-is on information of which the public 
is kept in ignorance. The actual develop- 
ments show a condition of that controversy 
so far from settlement as to promise a 
prolonged period of. negotiation even with 
the best intentions for final peace of the 
parties interested. That negotiations are in 
actual progress is clear, but it is also clear 
that these negotiations-are now first un- 
dertaken on a subject which Wall -street 
assumed was definitely settled when Mr. 
Morgan announced the members he had 
chosen to balance the Northern Pacific 
board of directors. The various statements 
given out on authority of President. HU! 
of the Great Northern and of the Harri- 
man-Kuhn-Loeb interests clearly show di- 
vergent views and the holding to them 
with determination. As contrasted with 
Mr. Morgan's expressed conviction that the 
Northern Pacific board contains within it- 
self all the elements to assure a settle- 
ment fair and satisfactory to all interests 
comes President Hill's suggestive assertion 
that the Great Northern, as joint guarantor 
of the reagton purchase bonds, is to be 
@ factor in the settlement as well as the 
contending interests among the actual 
stockholders in Northern Pacific itself. 

The Hill interests have insisted upon their 
contention that Northern Pacific preferred 
is to be retired in accordance with the 
power vested in the compfry under the re- 
Organization plan. The effect of this would 
be to oust the Harriman-Kuhn-Loeb inter- 
ests from their control, which is through 
preferred stockholdings, and leave the Mor- 
gan-Hill majority of the common stock in 
control of the company. The Union Pacific 
party is equally insistent that their con- 
trol of the disputed property is not to be 
relinquished. The recent buying of North- 
ern Pacific preferred is supposed to be by 
this party. It is admitted that numerous 
legal. and technical obstacles exist to the 
adjustment of ownership of a railroad com- 
pany by competing or parallel lines. In 
ts bare outlines it seems clear, therefore, 
that many difficulties exist in this puz- 
ziing problem. Until they are definitely 
clear up a depressing factor will over- 
hang the stock market. 

Importance is attached to the money dis- 
turbance fn foreign markets as bearing 
on the large foreign credits which have 
been used to carry the large holdings of 
Northern Pacific ever since the lockup in 
May.

The Theory Is Not Sound.

“The last speaker,”’ said President Fran- 
cia, referring to Prof. F. J. Turner of Wis- 
consin University, “has described Napole- 
on’s transfer of Louisiana to the United 
States as a caprice of despotism. 
“Different views have been taken ef Na- 
poleon’s act. Some have proposed even 
that a monument to his memory be erected 
on the World’s Fair grounds. 

“But, in my judgment, Napoleon acted, 
not through love of this republic, but 
through hatred of England, that a mari- 
time power might be built up which, to use 
his‘ own words, would cause Englagd to 
tremble."’ 

Pan-American exposition, was the princt- 
pal speaker at the banquet, taking as his 
subject “The Educational Value of a Great 
Exposition.” . 

James L. Blair acted as chairman, and 
in introducing Mr. Buchanan quoted the 
words of the late President McKinley, 

Expositions are the time keepers of pro-- 
gress.’" He said exposition-making had be-

MISS STONE 1 
PROBABLY ALIVE 


Bulgaria’s Foreign Minister 
Thinks She Is in Turkey. 


NO MERCY FOR THE BANDITS 


MRS. TSILEA, IT IS SAID, MAY 
BE DEAD. 


The Bulgarian Government, It Is 
Claimed, Is Doing Everything Pos- 
sible to Effect Rescue of 
the Captives.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Oct. 26.—The rumor set 
afloat in the bazar here today that Ellen 
M. Stone, the American missionary held in 
captivity by brigands in the mountains on 
the border of Turkey, had died of hard- 
ships and exposure, is not believed by the 
government of Bulgaria nor by the Amer- 
ican diplomatic agent recently stationed 

here, C. M. Dickinson. 

Dr. Daneff, the Bulgarian minister of 

foreign affairs, said in an interview to- 
day: 
* “We (the members of the government) 
firmly believe that Miss Stone is alive and 
well, but we can neither affirm nor deny 
the report that Mrs. Tsilka is dead. 

“Miss Stone, we believe,is in Turkish ter- 
ritory. We have troops scattered from 
Dubuitz to Chepind watching the frontier 
and searching for the brigands. 

“If Miss Stone were on Bulgarian soil it 
would be the easiest thing in the world to 
rescue her. 

“We cannot guarantee the truth of the re- 
port, but it is stated that the brigands are 
in Macedonia and that they spread the ru- 
mor that Miss Stone was in Bulgaria in or- 
der to hide themselves more securely from 
the Turkish authorities.

It was at the King’s peremptory request, 
it appears, that Lord Salisbury returned 
from the Riviera a week earlier than he 
had intended to do, and it is asserted that 
before his arrival he tendered his resigna- 
tion to the King, who refused to accept it. 
The cabinet council, called for the day af- 
ter Lord Salisbury’s return, but unaccount- 
ably postponed until Monday, was sum- 
maned by the prime minister to announce 
ta his colle es his determination to re- 
tire. On arriving in London last Wednes- 
day Lord Salisbury went straight to his 
home at Hatfleid He was commanded to 
attend upon the King on the following day, 
although Lord Salisbury had given out 
that he should not return to London until 
time for Monday’s council 


Salisbury Resents 
King’s Interference. 

He bitterly resents the King’s interfer- 
ence, which really was prompted by the 
intense public alarm over the increasingly 
grave situation in South Africa and Lord 
Salisbury’s somnolent neglect of his duties. 


It is believed that a cabinet crisis cannot 
be staved off long, as there is a strong 


party led by the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, in favor 


of offering terms to the Boers which the 
latter are likely to accept. Sir Michael 
is backed by Home Secretary Hitchie, M:n- 
ister of Agriculture Hanbury, Viceroy Cad- 
ogan and three influential ministers. Jo- 
seph Chamberlain's Edinburgh speech was 
intended to spike the guns of the peace sec- 
tion. . 
Chancellor Hicks-Beach is actuated chief- 
ly by his country’s serious financial condi- 
tion und the falsification of all his assur- 
ances to Parliament based upon war office 
information as to the quick ending of the 
war. The money voted for the war is al- 
most exhausted, and in order to avoid sum- 
moning Parliament before Christmas to 
make a new appropriation the treasury is 
compelled to divert to the war chest money 
voted for other purposes, 


Striking Sign 
of Discontent. 

One of the most striking signs of discon- 
tent within the circles traditionally govern- 
mental is found in the fact that the Cam-- 
bridge Union has passed a resolution de- 
claring that the government alone is re- 


sponsible for the prolonging of the war. 
This aristocratic debating society is com- 
posed mainly of those who are related to 
or acquainted with the ruling class, and 
hitherto have warmly supported the gov- 
ernment’s South African policy. A revers- 
ing of feeling in such a great university as 
Cambridge means, perhaps, more than any 
/ demonstration or political meeting. Lord 
Alfred Milner, the British high commis- 
sioner in South Africa, said in a speech in 
Natal yesterday that his desire Was for 
‘“‘a peaceful and prosperous South Africa; 
one great community under the British 
flag, but let us not count upon it coming 
a hurry.”

His 
guards say he is so cowardly that he may 
consent to receive the attention of a priest 
when he is led or dragged to’ the death 
chair Tuesday morning, but it will be for 
his personal convenience, not because he 
is sincerely repentant. ,

The ears of tthe assassin are almost 
round.

Through the thin dark beard that covers 
his upper lip and the lower part of his 
face can be seen a mouth that is singular- 
ly in contradiction with the rest of his fea- 
tures.

Trere Will Be 
Twenty-Six Witnesses, 

There will be twenty-six witnesses of the 
execution of the President's assassin. This 
number has been limited as much by the 
want of accommodations for a greater nutn- 


ber as by the desire of the state govern- 
ment to divest the execution of as much 
publicity as possible. 

The federal government has been request- 
ed to send a representative to witness the 
execution. Several doctors, who will com- 
pose a medical jury and who will perform 
an autopsy on the body of the assassin, will 
be summoned to be present. It is within 
the discretion of the superintendent of pris- 
ons to invite about twelve other persons 
to be present. Of this number probably 
half a dozen will be newspaper reporters, 
who will describe the execution. The super- 
intendent of prisons has received more than 
one thousand applications from persons who 
desire to witness the execution of President 
McKinley's slayer. 

The most noted alienists and experts in 
mental and nervous disases have pro- 
nounced the slayer of President McKinley 
sane. They made several thorough exam- 
inations of him before his trial, which last- 
ed only two days. They applied every test 
known to the, profession. hey all agreed 
that he was in full possession of his normal 
faculties. Some of them differed in their 
analysis of his character. ‘ 

They found him surly, taciturn, uncom- 
municative and subject to strange moods 
end perverted ideas of right and wrong, in- 
dictating a lack of moral poise. Their re- 
ports confirm the statements made by his 
Own relatives concerning his early life and 
habits. That he is a pervert is generally 
admitted wd the mental experts. 

The physicians in their report to the au- 
thorities at Buffalo declared that the assas- 
sin was undoubtedly sane. They found in- 
predicted that this emottonal frait in his 
which he attempted to suppress and con- 
ceal under a stolid surliness.

When he was sixteen years old he re- 
turned to Cleveland and resumed work in @ 
wire mill as a helper. He received $4 or 
$ a week for his work. He refused to con- 
tribute any part of it to the family, al- 
though he was living with them. He never 
made any presents to his brothers and sis- 
ters. He did not care for dress or jewelry. 
He had few if any friends among his asso0- 
clates in the wire mill. He snfeked a 
great deal, preferring cheap ‘“‘stogies.“” he 
never smoked cigarettes. He drank beer 
in moderation. e did not appear to care 
for whisky or the cheap native wines con- 
sumed by the people in the district in which 
he lived. 

At the time he was 18 he was earning $9 
a week. He saved part of this every week, 
and at the end of two years had laid by 
$250 or $2300. One of his brothers, for whom 
he appears to care more than for any other 
relative, induced him to invest this money 
in the farm near Orange, upon which there 
was a mort e.

As he grew to manhood he did not de- 
velop any more generous traits of character 
than had distinguished him as a boy. His 
hatred for his stepmother bec&me more vir- 
ulent than ever, his aversion to women 
ore onounced.

About the time he began to talk anarchy 
he made frequent excursions from homé and 
rem@ined a week at a time. Members of 
the family heard he had turned up at De- 
troit under an assumed name. When he 
returned from these pilgrimages he vouch- 
safed no explanation of his travels or con- 
duct. He worked in the wire mill éff and 
on and always saved a little money. In- 
variably he spent it away from home, and 
when his money was gone he returned to

He first became interested in socialistic 
and anarchistic doctrines by his attendance 
at meetings fn Arch Hall, in Cleveland. He 
was not regarded very seriously by the pro- 
moters of these meetings. His conduct was 
timid and shrinking. He usually took a 
seat far back in the hall, and never par- 
ticipated in the discussion of the proposi- 
tions advanced by the agitators. He ig not 
known to have ever made a speech, 


The ‘Free Society” 
of Chicago. 
Sometimes he would not appear at these 
anarchist meetings for séveral , 


but he is known to have attempted to 
associate with members of the so-called 
“Free Society’ of Chicago, of which Isaak 
the colleague of Emma Goldman, was one 
of the most prominent members Persons 
he met in Chicago have since declared that 
they did not take any stock in him or his 
professions of * belief in anarchy. They 
did not regard him at all seriously. 

The family heard of him once in a while 
at Detroit and again at Buffalo. He re- 
turned home every month or.two and went 
to work again. e lived at home, paying 
as little for his board and lodging as pos- 
sible. He never attempted to enter into 
the pleasures or diversions of the family 
circle, his hatred of his stepmother being 
as violent as ever.

New York and London Landlords. 


The Record and Guide of New York has 
the following comments, which may inter- 
eat ene owners of valuable land in St. 

ouis: 

The London correspondent of one of 
the New York dailies has recently been 
comparing the position of real estate 
owners in New York and London and 


has reached conclusions very much to 
the disadvantage of the former. ‘The 
methods of leasing property are, as is 
well known, widely different in the. two 
cities. In London the land-owner is 
subjected to a minimum of responsibil- 
ity. For the most part the leasehold 
System prevails; the leases often run 
for as long as ninety-nine years; the 
taxes are paid hy the lessee; Parlia- 
ment has not sanctioned the principle 
of assessing “bettérments’’ upon the 
owner; and he has “the option at the 
expiration of the lease of taking pos- 
session of all the improvements made 
4? the lessee. The consequence is, that 
aithough his returns seem to be small, 
his property gives him no bother at all, 
his interest is absolutely secure; and in 
the course of time he has the benefit of 
the enormous increase of value, which 
has been gradually taking place. Even 
the owner of the lease is in many re- 
Spects better off than the owner of the 
fee in New York. His house js rented 
to the occupier b grig ry / for a period 
of ten years, and the latter has to pay 
the taxes and keep the property in re- 
pair. The aim of the whole system -is 
to concentrate as much responsibility 
as possible upon the peop’e who actually 
use the property. In New York, on the 
other hand, the actual user of the prop- 
erty, while he has to pay a larger 
rental, need not bother himself about 
taxes, repairs or betterments. The own- 
er of the house has to pay all these 
expenses from his rent, and, further- 
more, the lease itself generally runs 
for only one year, and rarely above 
three, so he has the additional expense 
and care of constantly providing new

SHOT FROM AMBUSH 


MINE GUARD KILLED NEAR HOP- 
KINSVILLB, KY. 


FOLLOWED ATTACK ON MINERS 


Was Found Dead Soon After 
by Companions, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
HOPEKINSVILLE, Ky., Oct. %.—Robert 
Coffey, chief of the mine guards at Empire 
coal mines, in this county, was assassinated 
by unknown parties who fired on him from 


ambush near the mines just after the min- 
ers had gone to work this morning. A party 
of 200 men, who were recognized as union 
men, opened fire on the nonunion miners, 
who saved their lives by escaping to the 
woods. / 

Guards who heard the firing hastened to 
the spot, when Coffey and Deputy Sheriff 
Charles Barns organized a party to chase 
and capture the assailants. Shooting was 
heard from time to time in the woods, and 
an hour later the body of Coffey was found 
riddled with bullets and lying in a pool of 
his own blood. He became separated from 
the other officers and was assassinated, it 
is supposed, by men who came upon him 
alone in the woods. 

Six men why are believed to be impli- 
cated in the murder have been arrested, all 
strikers and heavily armed. William Got- 
worthy, one of the number, resisted arrest 
and but for the vigilance of guards would 
have shot Deputy Sheriff Barnes,

The steel trust would not buy on the 
Moore brothers’ Valuation, and now the 
Moores threaten to form a new steel trust 
and build the largest tin plate mill in the 
United 'States to fight that branch of the 
steel corporation's business. 

Agents of the Moores have recently ob- 
tained options on several big iron and steel 
plants at Ashland, Kansas City and Ironton 
O. The new tin plate mills, it is said, wi 
be built at Ashland, whgre there is an 
abundarice of iron ore in*the surrounding 
mountains. It is said that the | eg mer 
has been offered to Daniel M. Reid, a mem- 
ber of the executive committee of the steel 
corporation. Mr. Reid is president of the 
American Tin Plate Co.. which was sold to 
the stee] trust last spring by the Moore 
brothers, who organized it.

MINING IN THE OLD MINT 


Tnousands of Dollars’ Worth of Metal 
Taken From the Dusty Corners 
and Crannies. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 26.—Mining ex- 
traordinary will alone de&Scribe the search 
for gold and silver now being conducted at 
the old mint by Dr. David K. Tuttle, head 
of the department of melting and refining, 
and about a dozen of his most expert men. 

In about ten days everything in the old 
building which ean be used in the new 
will have be2n transferred, and the old will 
become bare and tenantless. 

The last step preliminary to the dis- 
ee of the old melting room is the 
mining for precious metals in it. For the 
rospecting now is on the floors, the ceil- 
ngs, the tables, in cracks and crannies of 
boxes, on old dusty shelves and finally in 
chimneys, where soot and dust have accu- 
mulated for more than a half century. 

Just as an experiment a week ago Dr. 
Tuttle collected some soot out of a flue 
leading from one of the eleven furnaces 
in the room. In the memory of the oldest 
man there this had never been done be- 
fore. This bare handful of black dirt con- 
tained 2% per cent of gold and silver. That 
percentage indicates that in a ton of soot 
and dust there would be found fifty pounds 
of precious metals, worth between $8000 
and $10,000. More than 1000 tens 
metals, worth more than $2,000,000, have 
been melted in the old furnaces. There 
are at least 500 pounds of this, worth per-

stop at that. Now they are prospecting 
the brooms which do the sweeping, they 
are working out the wooden chairs, the 
wooden benches, the wooden boxes. the ceil- 
ings, the window frames, the tiniest corner 
and even a long shelf running around the 
room on which crucibles have been stored 
for years. In all of these the men have 
made rich finds.

With the trees, it is a real case of “‘break- 
ing home ties,’’ for they are rooted in the 
ground with hundreds of fibers, and their 
future life depends upon the way in which 
these ties are severed. 

The World's Fair Co. has several prop- 
ositions from men who desire to transplant 
these trees, that are in the way of the 
great buildings projected, but will be saved 
to furnish shade for the hosts who’ will 
come to the great Exposition.

To prevent strain on the tree trunk dur- 
ing the pulling process it is reinforced by

‘Trees can most effectively be moved in 
the winter when the sap has left the trunk 
and gone sagged Be Then by a judi- 
cious pruning, which lessens the demand on 
the sap when it returns to the trunk in the 
spring, the new tree will Spee become 
established in its new location. In Forest 
Park, however, the builders cannot wait 
for winter and the trees must be moved as 
they are now. This can be done, but the 
mortality among the trees will be consider- 
ably increased."’ 

Isaac R. Taylor. director of works, sald 
yesterday that, while visitors are permitted 
on the World's ‘Fair site in Forest Park, 
he requests them, owing to the danger in- 
curred, to keep away from those places on 
the grounds where the workmén are felling 
trees.

The settlement of the first point means 
the saving to the turf of such able riders 
as Turner, Bullman, Spencer, O’Connor, Mc- 
Cue and others whom the inevitable ten- 
dency of nature toward growth will soon 
force out of activity otherwise.

Jockeys Ruined by 

Lack of Mounts. 
Lack of mounts is lack of practice, and 
lack of practice will make a jockey lose 


his form. Then he is accounted a back 
number, and his riding days are over simply 
because he cannot get mounts enough to 
keep him in trim. This sort of thing has 
been going on for years, and yet no effor+ 
ena been made to keep good jockeys on the 
urf,

tions. Taral has scored a wonderful suc- 
cess in Austria.

They are welcomed, are given plenty of 
mounts and so get the practice that. en- 
ables them to keep in good shape and expert 
at the game. After all, the matter of 
mounts to a eat extent determines the 
ockey. If a boy gets a good mount his 
orse will about win.. Cochran was the 
rage in the early part or the season. He 
had ayer mounts and he won. 

If his success depended pny his skill 
alone, how is it that during the first seven 
days at Westchester, though having 4 
mount in nearly every race, he had only 
one win to his credit? Shaw was account- 
ed the legitimate successor of and, in fact, 
a better rider than Tod Sloan. 

All Eager for 

Shaw to Ride. 

Every one who had a horse he thought 
could win wanted Shaw to ride. Shaw, 
as a reult, scored many victories. Now his 
wins are few and far between. Players 
no longer fear his mounts! Take Redfern. 
He comes down from Canada, rides a good 
race or two and immediately every one 
wants him to ride his good thing. 

He secured the mounts, won races and 
now his father refuses offers of $10,000 a 
year for the boy’s services. Let Redfern 
ride a few losers and then see how quickly 
his reputation will fade away. Wonderly is 


another example of sudden prominence. [In 
the early part of the year he had hard work 
to secure a mount. here was no difference 
between his riding then and now. 

He went to Canada, was successful and 
returned to this part of the world. He 
was lucky. He secured a few good mounts, 
won with them and in an instant another 
phenomenon was born to the turf. Turner, 
McCue and others of the older division have 
been tried out and are experienced riders. 
Why not by a simple arrangement of the 
weights save to the turf these jockeys? 

Is it not more advantageous to an owner 
to have a man like Turner ride his horse, 
carry all live weight and give his mount 
strong handling than to put up an 8-pound 
youngster, 35 pounds of lead pad and get 
the weak ride that only a boy of this sort 
can give a horse? There ought to be no 
room for an argument on this question. 
And when it comes right down to the point,

Valet System 
Must Be Abolished. 


As for the valet question, that is an evil 
which ought to be wiped out, and the soon- 
er the better. Valets are dangerous. The 
writer will not say this of valets as 4 
whole, for there are some very good, honest 
and trustworthy young men amwng those 
who wait on the riders, IM would not be 
fair to condemn those for the sins of the 
others. 

There is no doubt, however, that in a ma- 
jority of instances the valet is an evil, and 
where a boy gets into trouble that trouble 
can invariable be traced to ny ly ay who 
has acted as a go-petween or the char- 
acter of tempter. Moreover, the younger 
boys are likely to be guid by valets of 
an immoral character, who show them 
around gay New York, introduce them to 
fast women and help them spend their 


money. 

All this glitter is ve attractive to the 
boy and he is soon going at a gait that 
soon ruins his career as a jockey. A valet 
takes care of the boy’s clothes, makes up 
his weights and assists him to carry tac 
to and from the pte gy 2 scales. 

the valet’s Interest in his young em- 
ployer ceased at this point all would be 
well and good. But they volunteer to act 
as messengers in various capacities, as go- 
betweens in other ways and to seek out 
pleasure jaunts for their young employers 

There is where the harm comes in. Since 
the real duties of the vaiet are simply to 
look after his employer’s clothes, to carry 
tack and make weights, {t would be better 
for the Jockey Club to employ a force of 
uniformed valets to perform these duties 
for the riders. A valet in uniform would 
hesitate about going into the ring or being 
seen talking to big plungers or persons of 
a shady character. 

Such an innovation would not only lessen 
the dangers of collusion between the jock- 
eys’ Boom and the ring, but would also have 
a tendency to improve the morals of: the 
boys by taking away from them the “~~ 
who would lead them tnto temptation. he 
valet question and the weight question are 
two very important things for the Jockey 
Club to consider, and the reforms can be 
accomplished very easily.

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HE 8t. Louis duck-hunting army, 10,000 
strong, the largest army of its kind 
in America, is in the field for its fall 


campaign. 

Tt seeks the maliard, the pin tail and teal, 
the toothsome canvasback and bright-plum- 
aged wood duck, and against the coming Of 
these this army holds every river shore, ev- 
ery island point, every lake and slough and 
slash within a hundred miles of 8t. Louis, 
and in some sections still further removed. 

Half the ducks of the continent traverse 
the Mississippi Valley in their semi-annual 

’trips between the breeding grounds of the 
north and the feeding grounds of the svuth, 
Every March going north, and every Octo- 
ber going south, they sweep b) St. touts, 
an innumerable host. whose speed on the 
wing and sagacity Withal are savh that 
duck hunting very properly janks as one of 
the finest sports in all the world. 

It is natural St. Louis shouid have more 
duck hunters, more duck clubs and inore 
enthusiastic followers of the sport than any 
other city. St. Louis is squarely in the 
broad track traversed by the birds In pass- 
ing to and fro between ihe nerth and sou h. 
it is on the main line of the great mid-con- 
tinent duck route, and it is pot an uncom- 
mon thing at all for ducks ‘o light in the 
lakes of Forest Park and the water works 
reservoirs at Grand avenue and Compton 
Heights. Moreover, the hunter scarcely 
needs to leave the city to encounter the 
greatest system of duck waters in America. 
it is all in the bottom lands .f the 
Missiseippi and its tributaries, and 
fs made up of the rivers them- 
selves, hundreds of shaliqw lakes, countless 
sloughs and bays and such slashes us the 
duck delights to find. The 8t. Louls hunter 
goes up the Illinois Bottom, up the Missis- 
sipp! Bottom, up the Missouri Bottom, over 
In the big American Bottom, down on the 
Gasconade, the Big Piney, the 3t. Francis 


and the Mississippi, and everywneie he 
finds ducks. 

All along these river bottoms are the pre- 
serves of St. louis duck hunters, who puy 
to the owners cf the swamp lands co much 
& year for the nuntiag privileges... hey have 
club houses and hunting pharaphe:naiia, 
and the more weaithy have keepers con- 
Stantly on the grounds to notfy the mem- 
bers when the ducks arrive and to care for 
the hunters who go ferth by day and come 
in at night to be sheltered and fed. Some 
of the clubs have telephones which enahle 
the keepers to give quick notice when there 
is good shooting, and the more wealthy, 
like the Cuivre Club, have properties and 
gZrounds which are kept up at an expense of 
many thousands of dollars a year. But the 
Ss not limited to such as these. There 
ure % clubs and $10 clubs, and the wage 
worker may have his good Sport, for the 
duck is no respecter of persons, and flies for 
ail hunters alike. H. Clay Pierce. the St. 
l.ouls millionaire, is accounted one of the 
finest gentleman duck shots in the country, 
and he hunts with a $1200 gun. But there 
are poor men with $8 guns slipping out of 
St. Louis these Sunday mornings of the In- 
dian summer, with cold-boiled eggs in their 
pockets and a membership in no club, wh» 
can lead a right angle shot and kill a 150- 
mile-an-hour canvasback ag dead as MT. 
Pierce ever killed one in his life. It is be- 
cause it is everybody's sport ‘that duck 
hunting can get 10,000 followers into the field 
from the city of St: Louis. The better 
shooting at the principal lakes is almost en- 
tirely denied the uuatiached shooter, but 
the rivera belong to the people, and there 
the people may hunt. And in autumns like 
this, when the drouth has dried so many 
lakes and slashes, everybody's hunting ig 
likely to be @ little improvement upon any 
other sort. It doesn't cost much beside ral. 
road fare to slip out of Unien Siation on a 
Sunday mornii.g and take up a pest behind

a blind on some point or island along one 
of the near-by rivers, and the duck hunter 
of meager means has found it out. He 
makes up a considerable part of the army 
of hunters who throng the outgoing trains 
and boats on Saturday night and Sunday 
morning at this time of year. 

To name the 8t. Louis men who see that 
the ducks are properly saluted on the occa- 
sion of their semi-annual visits, would be to 
name the men in every branch of the city’s 
municipal, commercial, mercantile and in- 
dustrial life. Mayor Rolla Wells, fur in- 
stance, is a.duck hunter and a member of 
the Cuivre Club. David R. Francis, presi- 
dent of the Louisiana Purchase Exposition, 
is a duck hunter. and also one of the Cuivre 
men. Dr. H. M. Starkloff. the city health 
commissioner, is qa watcher of the decoys 
and anu expert shot. Jacob C. Van Blarcom 
of the Bank of Commerce is nut only an en- 
thusiastic duck hunter, but the president uf 
the Cuivre Club, the most elabuvrate duck 
hunting inetitution in the United States. 
Henry Greisedick, one of the wealthiest cit- 
izens of St. Louls and accredited with being 
the city’s finest wing shot, is a duck hunter 
whuse day’s work frequently amounts to 50 
ducks. George B. Dara, president of the 
Charter Oak Stove Co., is a-duck hunter 
who «© loves the sport that his vffice is 
graced with some of his trophies. William 
T. Haarstick, president of the Merchants’ 
Exchange; is a duck hunter of such skill 
that in a single day last fall he allied % 
ducks on one of the Culvre lakes. Oliver L, 
Garison, president of the ig Muddy Coal 
Co.. is one of the clubmen of suck Lake. 
Adoiphus Boeckeler, vice-president of the 
Boeckeler Lumber Co., is a duck hunter, 
Judge Henry 8. Priest is a duck hunter. Dr. 
G. A. Jordan, the City Dispensary physi- 
clan, is president of a ciub which hunts 
ducks in Arkansas. And vo it goes. There 
are thousands of them. and to many of 
rhicn ft is the only Sport fur which they 


are willing to give a few days of each year 
from their busy lives. 

Determining who is the best duck hunter 
in St. Louis is a good deal like telling which 
is the first spoke in a wheel. Each club has 
its champion. Among the better-known 
clubmen it is likely that honors are pretty 
even between H. Clay Pierce and Henry 
Griesedick. Both these gentlemen have done 
sbme remarkable shooting, killing as many 
as a hundred ducks in a day. Mr. Pierce 
is accounted the finest duck ehot in the 
Cuivre Club. He possesses the finest duck 
gun in the c.ty, and is considered sure doa.h 
to a duck that approaches within range. 
George Wright; George L. Allen and Will- 
lam T. Haarstick, all of this same club, are 
also capable of exceptional work over the 
decoys. Ur. Starkiloff is rated an excellent 
shoei, anu George K. Andrews is considered 
by his tchLuw members vf the Buck Lake 
Club to have few equals at duck shooting. 

in this day, when ducks are not as pienti- 
ful as they once were, and when their entire 
journey between the North and South is like 
running a gauntlet of shot and shell, a very 
few ducks are considered a gvod day's 
sport. Ten ducks satisfy the average club- 
man, Fifteen is more than 76 per cent of 
the hunters expect. Twenty and 3 make a 
good day's work for the experts.

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tions of the laboratory, on account of its 
beauty, its ducility and malleability,its un- 
alterability and its general distribution over 
the globe. For the last reason it more 
nearly represents labor than any other nat- 
ural product. Therefore it has been chosen 
by the majority of nations as a standard of 
values. It cannot be obtained without the 
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labor of man. The average quantity a man 
can wash in a day determines the price of 
a day's labor and the price of the gold. It 
is truly the measure and reward of labor. 
Gold ts found in 2% states and territories 
of the United States. The reports of the 
United States treasurer for 1899 show Col- 
crado to be the greatest producer of gold, 
with $25,982,800; California next, $15,197,800; 
then South Dakota, $6,409,500, and Alaska, 
$5,459,500, with the other 16 states and ter- 
ritories following to a total! of $71,063,400. 


Canada, England, Wales, Europe and 
Asia, South America, Australia and Africa 
all produce gold. Wherever great mountain 
ranges occur gold will be found. The whole 
world in 1899 produced gold to the value of 
$306,584,900, of which the United States con- 
tributed close to 2% per cent. 

So ductile is gold that one grain of it can 
be drawn into a wire 500 feet long. It is 
malleable; and may be beaten so exceed- 
ingiy thin that one grain can be made to 
cover 56 square feet, having a thickness of 
ore two hundred and. eighty-two thou- 
sandths of an inch, in other words 282,000 
sheets of it would be required to make a 
pile one inch high. When as thin as this it 
transmits a green light. One pound of 
gold, beaten to this thinness, would cover a 
eity lot 2 by 100 feet.

A tremendous amount of gold is hoarded 
in the United States. In 1898 the treasury 
department reported that $274,000,000 were 
‘fin the hands of the people,"’ which means 
that it was being hoarded in old stockings 
and cracked teapots, in safety deposit 
boxes and secret drawers. These hoardings 
represented a weight of ld of 504 tons, 
and if it were to be suddenly called in it 
would take 672 heavy transfer wagons to 
transport it. 

From 1860 to the beginning of 1900 the 
mines of the United States produced 381,- 
104,812 ounces of fine gold, or 6,758,734 pounds, 
or 43791-3 tons, the value of which was 
$2,026,277,554.48, almost as much as pensions 
have cost the country since the beginning 
of the government, from 1789 to 1899.

{ COON HUNTS AT 
COUNTRY CLUBS. 


OUNTRY clubs, particularly in the 
Middle West, are asking if it may 
not be possible to popularize the 

sport of coon hunting, so as to make it a 80- 
cial feature somewhat es fox hunting has 
been since early times. The proposition 
grows out of the fact that coon hunting has 
@ social place in some parts of the South, 
particularly in Virginia and the blue grass 
region of Kentucky. The method of hunt- 
ing the animals is exactly the same as that 
practiced by the coon hunters who hunted 
them for their pelts. _ 

The hunters go into the woods at night 
with coon dogs which will follow the quar- 
ry until it is treed Then the tree is either 
felled or some one is detailed to climb 
it and shake the coon down. In any case 
the animal is brought to the ground, and 
there is a pretty fight until it has been 
killed by the dogs. 

In Kentucky a coon hunting party con- 
gists of men and women, boys and girls. 
The woods are not as a usual thing dense, 
and good horsemen find no difficulty rid- 
ing through it, so the party usually takes 
horses and follows the baying hounds in 
the saddle. 

When the time comes to rest the horses

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ALLIGATORS IN LOUISIANA. 


NLESS something is done to put a 
| stap to their slaughter the alligators 
of the Loulsiana marshes seem 
doomed to extinction. The effect is seen 
at commercial centers in the rise in the 
price of alligator skins. It is well nigh im- 
possible to buy young alligators nearer to 
Louisiana than the Florida resorts, and 
one may go far out among the bayous 
without ever catching sight of one of the 
animals. On a trip through the bayou coun- 
try below New Orleans during the past 
summer in the boat of a professional fish- 
erman, the writer saw alligator hunters 
and alligator skins, but no alligators. The 
hunters are picturesque persons, almost al- 
wals tall and swarthy. They speak French 
and call themselves ‘‘Cajans,”’ though au- 
thorities differ as to whether they are 
really Acadians or the descendants of the 
pirate brood that once made these marshes 
a hiding place. 

The captain of the lugger, who was also 
something of a trader, said he remembered 
a time when the saurians lay on the banks 
of the bayous as the boats passed and 
when the akins he carried out averaged 
more than seven feet in length. Now it is 
rare that he gets a single one so long, and 
no alligator is so bold as to show itself to 
a boat. 

There are two methods of hunting them. 
The most popular is by shining with a 
jack. One hunter sits on the stern of the 
pirogue to paddle while the other kneels un 
the bow with a shotgun. The jack sends a 
stream -of light into the blackness and the 
enimals allow the light to approach, just as 
do the deer when men go ‘“‘shining’’ in 
the North, The man in the bow sees a pair 
of glistening eyes upon the water, and 
sitting as still as a statue awaits the silent 
paddlesto bring him near. Then he raises 
a shotgun to his shoulder, a thunderous 
report goes roaring down the bayous, and 
if the shot has been a good one the alliga- 
tor turns on its back In death, to lie until 
the hunters return next day. Then the 
skin ts nailed upon the side of a hut to ty 
and the carcass adds its portion to the 
awful stagnation of the dismal swamp. 

The other method of hunting alligators 
is to find their holes in the edge of some 
bayou. beg Eom tae are not unlike those 
‘made by the muskrat along streams of the 
North. The hunter stands before a hole 
and rams into it a stout pole on the end of 
which is fastened a sharp hook. If the 
‘gator be at home he resents this sort of 
intrusion and snaps at the stick after the 
manner of an angry turtle. A jerk on the 
pole and the animal is hooked as securely 
as a ‘rout on :the fly. Now it is dragged 
out and killed with an ax. This style of 
*“*gator’” hunting has its dangers. The 
work of the ax must be swift and sure. 
The “’gator’’ must be struck a _ killing 
blow in the forehead before it can: whirl! its 
tail to strike. The blow of even a medium 
sized alligator’s tail is like that from a 
sledge hammer. A hunter pulled an alli- 
gator from its hole and missed when he 
swung the ax. Next minute the tail of the 
saurian knecked him down, and before he 
could get up the alligator was chewing off 
his arm. His partner wae at hand and put 
an end to the animal with a charge of 
buckshot.

The 
something was in the patriarch’s barn and 
proved to be a snakeskin some two feet 
long. 

“Don’t you want to buy it?” asked the 
man.

Most all 
the folks that come out here from the city 
are lookin’ for snakeskins. They make belts 
of ‘'em, and the belts drive off rheumatiz. 
I got a whole bottle of oil out of this here 
one.

WHEN MEN GROW SMALL. 


HE moment a man ceases to grow he 
T begins to diminish. Such Is the start- 
ling conclusion at which a German 
physician has arrived, after several 
months’ careful study of the subject of hu- 
man height. Impressed by the fact that 
men and women after they have arrived 
at an advanced age apparently grow 
smaller year after year, he went to various 
cities in Germany, and in each compiled 
statistics showing the height and age of 
hundreds of persons. In this way he 
claims to have discovered some interesting 
scientific facts. 

Men, he says, begin to grow smaller in 
their thirty-fifth year, and women a little 
before they are 40.* Men, however, he main- 
tains, stop growing when they are 30, and 
for five or six years thel’ ~‘ature remains 
stationary. Then it decr first very 
slowly—not more than — millimeter 
every 10 months—but @ nore rap- 
idly, so that from the year on- 
ward the annual dir ¢; be as 


wild rice. The valley lakes have some wild 
rice, but no celery, so the canvasback mi- 
grates along the coast and falls before the 
guns of such mighty hunters as Grover 
Cleveland. After the canvasback, the duck 
most prized by the local sportsmen is the 
mallard. The mallard is to duck shooting 
what the black bass is to fishing. Without 
them the rod and gun would fall into dis- 
use. After the mallard come the pin tail, 
the green and blue winged teals, the black 
jack, and some other rarer varieties, all of 
them furnishing excellent sport. All of 
these ducks are in Missouri now. They 
come down fromthe breeding grounds of 
the North at this season of the year, and 
only retreat south before severely cold 
weather, some of them staying around until 
spring in the event of an open winter. The 
wood duck, which affords the earliest fail 
shooting in this part of the valley, does 
much of its breeding hereabouts, and never 
goes very far north. It is interesting in 
that it is the only duck building its nest 
in a tree. The male is the prettiest of all 
ducks, the brilliancy of his plumage being 
such that to a duck hunter there is no oth- 
er bird so beautiful, not even though it be 
a lyre bird or the famous bird of paradise. 

The best-known, because it is the most 
exclusive and the richest, of the duck hunt- 
ing clubs of St. Louis, is the Cuivre Club, 
which has a great tract of land and a col- 
ony of clubhouses out near O’Falion, 
Mo., in the broad bottom between the Mis- 
sourl and Mississippi rivers. The Cuivre 
Club has but 20 members. It owns its lands, 
and has a single house which cost $10,000 for 
construction and appointment. In this club 
are such prominent St. Louisans as Jacob 
C. Van Blarcom, D. R. Francis, G. B. Dana, 
Georgs Wright, D. S. Holmes, H. Clay 
Pierce, Rolla Wells, W. T. Haarstick, N. C. 
Chapman, J. B. C. Lucas, Henry 8. Priest, 
Charles D. McLure, W. H. Lee, George H. 
Allen and Samuel Dodds. 

Near the Culvre is the Dardenne Club, 
with a clubhouse near Peruqueé, on the Mis- 
sissippi river. Dr. H. J. Cummings and 
Richar& Hospes are prominent members of 
20% club, which has lake and river shoot- 

ng in one of the best duck-shooting bot- 
toms is the Mississippi Valley. 

John D. Humphreys and Charles C. Kunz 
are the officers of the Richfield Club, which 
has excellent duck grounds in this same 
bottom, and many other St. Louis hunters 
belong to clubs with grounds at Brevatore, 
Marie Temps Claire and King’s lake. ‘This 
latter club is one of the largest in the coun- 
try, and many prominent St. Louisans will 
hunt ducks there ere the season ends this 
year. Further up this bottom are such St. 
Louls clubs as the Prairie Slough Club, the 
Horseshoe Club, the Silver Literary Club, 
the Appie Island Club, and many another, 
for the Burlington Railroad runs through a 
bottomland rich in lakes, and a heavy per- 
centage of all ducks brought to St. Louis 
are brought down from there. 

Up in the Illinois river bottom is another 
colony of St. Louls clubhouses built around 
good duck lakes. The Grand Pass and Buck 
Lake Clubs are among these. Among the 
enthusiastic duck hunters of the Grand 
Pass Club is John H. Tennent, president of 
the Tennent-Stribling Shoe Co., and also 
president of the Grand Pass Club.

“Truth is art, and nothing is art that 
does not utter truth.”’ 

“All of which suggests whether litera- 
ture belongs to the play,’’ I said. 

‘There are lots of bad plays that are 
very literary,” said Mrs. Fiske thought- 
fully, “but no good play is of much value 
uniess it has good literature in it. Of 
course the lines are never the most im- 
portant part of the play, for as some au- 


thority once said in giving‘ advicé to play- 
wrights, ‘Never resort to words until you 
have exhausted all chances of expression 
for the actor, by business.’ "’ : 
‘“Taikiness in a play is not acceptable 
over here,” I spggested. 
“And yet long speeches from the great- 


pas- est part of our great literary plays,” said 


Shakspearean plays. In American adap- 
tations of foreign plays I have frequently 
found it necessary to cut my long dramatic 
speeches.”’ 

‘‘And yet they were true in their dramatic 
character?’ : 

“Absolutely true. Personally I do not ap- 
prove of cutting a speech merely because 
it is long, provided it is well written and 
dramatic, but then we are not so advanced 
in our appreciation of the drama as we 
are in music, perhaps. Just see how people 
of all classes go In crowds to hear fine mu- 
sic. Look at Thomas’ concerts in Chicago, 
for instance, where he packs the house with 
people who spend a whole, afternoon listen- 
ing exclusively to Beethoven's music.”’ 

“But there are no more Beethovens born,” 
I said. 

‘And no more Booths,” said Mrs. Fiske 
reverently. ‘‘Although I will say that there 
are fine cultured audiences ready to sup- 
port any high artistic endeavor.”’ 

“In a measure your following comes from 
this class?’’ I urged. 

‘‘That’s very kind of you to say so, and 
I must say that I agree with you,” sald 
Mrs. Fiske, ‘“‘and they will always come, 
providing I am careful to select such plays 
as are trve art, although I may differ with 
the general opinion about good plays.” 

“Your own characterization must ring 
true to your emotional feeling in the part?’ 

“T must, as a woman, feel, talk and move 
in a play according to a life standard. I've 
tried to play ‘Frou-Frou,’ but unsuccess- 
fully, because in analysis, the fabric of the 
character failed. I felt as I were speaking 
lies.’’ 

Mrs. Fiske paused a moment, as she look- 
ed dreamily out of the window, and then 
said in a low voice, as though interogat- 
ing her inner self, “ ‘How to find “true 
parts.’ There is the problem of an artistic 
career. If one could only play Shakspeare 
well, but how rarely is Shakspeare well 
played?’’ 

“Will you put on a Shakspearean play 
in your own theater?’ I asked. 

“I hope to produce “Much Ado About 
Nothing.’ And some day I am going to do 
‘Lady Macbeth.’ ”’ 

“The mentality of these characters ap- 
peals to you?”’ 

Mrs. Fiske shrugged her shoulders and 
laughed softly. 

*“‘Don’t emphasize my mentality, please. 
I’ve had intellect thrown at me*so often 
that some people are almost afraid of me. 
If my intellectual proclivities are hurled at 
the public much more they will begin to 
believe that I have no feeling to spur emo- 
tional expression, although I sometimes 
think that I overstudy a part, that I ana- 
lyze too much.” : 

‘Some acting is the result of purely emo- 
tional effort, is it not?’’ I asked. 

“There is a nobility, a consistency in 
dramatic work, that stands out in bold 
contrast against what I should call hyster- 
ical acting. This style of acting is mis- 
leading, as all hysterical paroxysms only in- 
dicate superficial character, inciting the 
matinee girls to weep profusely, and they 
don’t know why.’”’ 

“All of which cannot be applied to the 
heroine of ‘Miranda of the Balcony?’” I 
said. : 

“The role of Miranda appealed to me 
strongly. The dignity, the reserve, the 
perfect refinement and above all the sweet, 
brave womanliness of the character are 
most attractive. There is not a trace of 
theatricalism in the role. Miranda is charm- 
ing in her simplicity. 

“The character-is so quiet and unobtru- 
sive that I’m of the opinion that many 
theater-goers do not quite perceive its pecu- 
liar power at first glance. 

“For instance, we had some thought 
of producing D’Annunzio’s ‘La Gilaconda’ 
some time during the season and had some 
correspondence with the Italian author on 
the subject, and we found D’Annunzio to be 
the most reasonable, agreeable and modest 
of men. 

“But Sylvia of ‘La Giaconda’ is a part 
even more subdued, reserved, quiet and un- 
obtrusive than Miranda. She has but one 
outburst, and I doubt if the average thea- 
ter-goer in America would have seen much 
in the character, although I believe there is 
a great public here ready to receive such 
things.”’ 

“You must have made a study of crimo- 
nology in women,”’ I suggested, remember- 
ing Mrs. Fiske’s great successes in such 
parts. 

“I would hardly indorse that,” said she, 
‘but the result of my observation is that 
the women who have suffered most are the 
bravest women, and they are frequently the 
most attractive to. an actress. The element 
of courage in &@ woman is always heroia 
as Shakspeare has shown us in Beatrice 
Rosalind, Viola g#i Lady Macbeth.” 

“Do you think the dramatic criticism of 
New York is of value to the drama?” 

“The New York critics, outside of one or 
two papers controlled by the trust,’”’ said 
Mrs. Fiske in a sharp, caustic tone, “have 
always treated me kindly. 

“Critics should be very careful about 
what they say. Actresses are not like 
gingers, who can avoid playing when they 
don’t feel like it. Most of us have to go 
on, whether we are able to or not. A critic 
fails to consider this, and unconsciously 
makes an awful mistake, even when he has 
written truthfully of what he has seen, 


“The French critics recognize the human 
frailty of actors and actresses. They mere- 
ly give a reading notice of the first night’s 
performance, delaying their criticism for 
some subsequent night during the week, 
which at least gives up a fair chance. No 
critic can tell me how bad a performance I 
have given so well as myself.’’

Lucius Thompson, Who Was Kidnaped 
and Whipped by University Students 
at Columbia, Mo., Awaits the 
Formal Act of Reparation De- 
ereed When the Faculty 
Learned the Truth. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., Oct. 2. 
By a Staff Correspondent of the Sun- 
day Post-Dispatch. 
UCIUS L. THOMPSON, a six-foot 18- 
@ year-old student in the engineering 
school of the Missouri State Univer- 
sity, will receive at his father’s farm near 
Slater, Mo., thie week 29 written apologies 
from schooanates who, on the night of 
Sept. 28, abducted him at the university, 
held him captive two hours, and in that 
time led him, bound, blindfolded and hab- 
bled, into a field, where they whipped him 
with paddles, cut a horseshoe In his hair in 
the front and a pair of cross bones at the 
rear, striped him of his clothing and freed 
him that he might hunt his way back to 
the dormitory, a mile away. 


Happenings after this wild night in the 
field were immediate. One of the things 
with which Thompson had been blindfolded 
was a pillow case bearing the name of the 
owner. It was left in the field when the 
hazers fled. As a result of this discovery 
of the identity of one of the hazing party, 
24 students confessed actual participation 
and five others confessed connivance. 
Thompson was seized by rheumatic Iill- 
ness and compelled to leave the university 
and return to his father’s farm near Slater. 


The faculty discipline committee held a 
consultation and suspended the 29 students 
for the two weeks beginning Oct. 15, mak- 
ing a written apology to Thompson the con- 
dition of their return to the class rooms. 
Tt is these apologges which will be handed 
to the faculty next Tuesday, the penalty 
for refusal to be expulsion from the uni- 
versity for the full collegiate year. Each 


apology will be accompanied by a written 
promise to the faculty that the supplicant 
for pardon will henceforth conduct himself 
at Columbia with that propriety comporting 
with the rules of the school. 

The 29 students who have confessed will 
submit the apologies Tuesday. They have 
said they will, and have further indicated 
their intention by remaining at their quar- 
ters since they were suspended, and keep- 
ing up the studies of their classes every 
day. 

The 29 students who have confessed to 
hazing Thompson made their confession in 
d signed statement to the faculty. They 
allege that the original number of the plot- 
ters was 30, but that Henry M. Glasscock, 
though joining with them when their iden- 
tity was hid, is not counted among them 
now. For this reason Glasscock is as a 
stranger to the confessing 29. Glasscock is 
under suspension with the rest. The condi- 
tion of his restoration is confession and 
apology and promise to behave. 

All but four of the men under suspension 
are members of the sophomore engineering 
class, many of them older than the man 
they hazed. Of these four two are stu- 
dents in the law department and twe from 
the academic classes. <All but two of the 
29 are Missourians. 

The relations between Thompson and, the 
hazing party are not wholly what one would 
exp@ct between a young man who has been 
carried off against his will, led blindfolded 
along uneven roads by a cord attached to 
one of his legs, paddled soundly, sheared 
shamefully and left, stripped of his cloth- 
ing, a mile from his room, and otherwise 
made sport of, and the men who had all the

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fun at his expense. Thompson appreciates 
that they were actuated by a spirit of mis- 
chief, rather than ill-will. It is said that 
he even testified before the faculty with re- 
luctance when the facts came out, and his 
illness caused the affair to agsume a rather 
sertous turn. Thompson did not enjoy the 
field sports of his schoolmates, but he en- 
dured them with more fortitude than the 
average young man would be able to ex- 
hibit in similar stress. 

There is just one point on which Thomp- 
son and his tormentors do not agree. They 
say they had his permission to initiate him 
into the Phi Sigma Sigma, a Greek letter 
society without official standing in the 
“university. They aver that the happenings 
of the night of Sept. 28 did not constitute 
a hazing at all, but were a mere initiation 
into the mysteries which no man may 
know save he affiliate with Phi Sigma 
Sigma. Thompson denies that he gave any 
such consent. In the Mght of what hap- 
pened he is evermore certain that it was 
all done without his consent. 


Despite the very fine aistinction which the 
offenders drew between hazing and initiat- 
ing a student, the faculty chose to call that 
of Thompson a case of hazing, and rather 
a pronounced case at that. It was impossi- 
ble for President Jesse and his chief faculty 
aide, Mr. Lipscomb, to understand why a 
youth who had been led around, blindfolded 
and hobbled in the night, whipped, stripped 
and deserted, with his hair sheared in 
freakish fashion, had not been hazed, and 
soundly. 

None of the students who will apologize 
Tuesday have ever had trouble with the 
faculty. They are not college roughs, but 
well-bred, fun-loving fellows, overlooking 
the danger of going further in mischief, as 
a body, than they would individually go. 
Thompson was a source of amusement to 
them because of a laughable happening. 
He was a candidate for the football team, 
and, unlike the other players, had neglected 
to remove from his football trousers the 
big figures in which every pair of these 
trousers is numbered. Wherever he ran on 
the field the most conspicuous thing about 
him was the big 20 on his trousers. §So the 
boys called him 20, and this amusing appel- 
lation stuck. So when a night’s fun was 
proposed at some freshman’s expense it was 
quite natural that the boys should nomi- 
nate 20. 


Now, the boys who hazed him are sorry 
enough. They have not only got themselves 
into trouble, but Thompson, whether be- 
cause of their pranks or not they do not 
know, has been home on sick leave. More- 
over, his attitude toward them, through the 
investigation, has not been that of a re- 
sentful fellow, and they respect him for 
this. He was inexperienced in college ways 
and a little lacking in some of the things 
college boys require of a fellow. The boys 
who hazed him say they did it because he 
needed it.

President Jesse was in St. Louls when the 
hazing occurred. He had declared that haz- 
ing would not be tolerated at the universi- 
ty, and acted promptly in the case of 
Thompson. The Greek letter societies like- 
wise frowned upon the hazing, declaring it 
too rough to admit of any defense. 

I found Thompson husking corn on his 
father’s farm south of Slater. He is al- 
most six feet tall, has quite a good face 
and is exceptionally good-natured. He 
limps with his rheumatism, and goes about 
the corn field with a cane. 

Lucien M. Thompson, the father of the 
hazed student, is one of the best known 
farmers in Saline County. He is unable to 
understand the motives of the hazers, and 
expresses the wish that they had been more 
severely dealt with. His wife is regretful 
over the affair, but not vindictive. 

“Our boy had no trouble in the Slater 
high school during his four years’ course 
there,”’ said Mrs. Thompson. ‘‘When he 
went to Columbia, his father and I thought 
that it would be a good plan for him to do 
something toward paying his own  ex- 
penses. He secured the cadetship from this 
county, which provided his tuition, and 
made arrangements to work for his table 
board. We thought he was doing splendid- 
ly until we heard of this occurrence. 

“He hasn't told me that the hazing 
caused his sickness, but I believe that if it 
hadn't happened he would be at the uni- 
versity now. His father and TI are deter- 
mined that he shall have a college educa- 
tion, and we hope he will get over the un- 
pleasantness which this affair has caused.” 


By LUCIUS L. THOMPSON, the 
Student Who Was Hazed. 


HAVE no ill will against the boys who 
hazed me. But I think they are get- 
ting off pretty easy. 

Since I was hazed I have had an attack 
of rheumatism which has compelled me 
to come home. I don’t know whether the 
attack of rheumatism was caused by the 
treatment I received, but dit came im- 
mediately after and was the first which 
I have had for a long time. . 

Iam going back to the university when 
I am better, perhaps within two weeks I 
shall try to act as if this had not hap- 
pened. But I shall keep my eyes open to 
avoid any more experiences of this sort. 
Once is a plenty of such treatment as I 
got. ‘ 

I know only five of the men by name. 
They had asked me several times if I didn’t 
want to join a fraternity. I told them no, 


that I couldn't afford to go into a fraternity 
this year. ‘ 

It is not true that I consented to be hazed 
in order to join a fraternity, or for any 
other reason. The first I knew of their in- 
tention was when one of them threw a sack 
over my head. 

I was gving to the Christian Church, 
where a protracted meeting was being held, 
and had gone only a few steps from the 
A. B..C. Dormitory when someone asked 
me for a match. 

I turned halfway around to hand him a 
match, and a sack went over my head. 
I kicked and yelled, but the whole crowd 
was there in a minute and made me keep 
still. 

They tied my hands behind me and tied 
a cord to my left leg. I kept kicking at 
them as I got a chance, but.I got so 
many more kicks than I could give that I 
decided it was best to submit. 

They ran me along at a pretty good pace. 
If I didn’t go fast enough I got a kick 
now and then. They were good strong 
kicks, too. 


They ran me into two or three posts, or 
at least let me run into them. This was 
on the way to the athletic field. I kept 
my direction until we reached there. Then 
they turned me around so many times I 
couldn’t tell where I was. 


At the athletic fleld I was beaten with a 
paddle and with a strap. After running 
me around the field they started out along 
some road, I couldn't tell in what direction, 

It seemed five miles before we stopped, 
and I guess I bumped over every stone 
there was in the road. 

One of the fellows told me I would have 
to swear allegiance to the sophomore class, 
I told him I wouldn’t do it. Then they 
used the paddle again. It hurt, and I don’t 
deny I screamed pretty loud.

I thought that would be all, but I was stil] 
to get a hair cut, and it was a rough job. 
I had to have the barber crop my hair 
close the next day. 

They hadn't said much that I could un- 
derstand, but they commenced to talk then 
of leaving me. So they made me kneel, 
and one of them pulled off my coat. Then 
they picked me up and removed most of my 


clothing, two of them holding me while the 
rest went away.

My clothes were lying under a tree near 
by. When I had dressed, I was lost. I 
had no idea which way the town was. I 
wandered about until I got on higher 
ground, and could see the lights of the 
town. It was 10 o'clock when I reached 
the dormitory. 

I found out afterwards that there was no 
such fraternity as the one that the fellow 
who held me told me of. That was no dis- 
appointment to me, as I wouldn't care to 
be in any crowd .that treated other fel- 
lows as I was treated. 

I told the fellows at the dormitory what 
had happened. Later I found out that 
two of them had been in the crowd that 
took me out. I aid not tell the faculty 
directly, as I didn’t care to have any notice 
taken of the affair. But when they heard 
of it and sent for me, I told them the facts, 

What any of the fellows had against me, 
or why I was picked out as the one to be 
hazed, I have not been able to understand, 
I had never had trouble with any of them, 
and if they saw anything in my general 
conduct to object to, they had never told 
me of it.

strange birds visit the rivers and 

lakes of Missouri. With great white 
breast and black-bordered wing, the peli- 
can circles in from his summer stay at the 
fishing resorts of the North. The tall blue 
heron comes southward in graceful flight 
to become for hours at a time an immov- 
able figure at the end of some river bar or 
dam. White-throated and scatter-brained, 
yet fully able to care for himself, the loon 
comes, his heavy body tugging upon his 
inadequate wings until it seems he must 
snag in some treetop like the airship of 
M. Santos-Dumont > oe j 

But the strangest of all birds to visit 
Missouri in autumn is ncne of these. He is 
a big white fellow, with the legs of a stork, 
the body and wings of a heron and a heavy 
and peculiarly shaped beak which gives him 
the appearance of a seer from the East. 
And this is just what he is—the sacred ibis 
of Egypt, who found favor with the 
Pharaohs in early times and has ever since 
then enjoyed the homage of the people of 
the Nile. 

The ibis is hot frequently seen in Mis- 
souri, but he comes here new and then. 
Scarcely a fall passes that his kind is not 
seen at some of the rivers and lakes—great 
heron-like birds flying in flock and wading 
shallow waters for fish. Some splendid 
specimens of the ibis have been shot 
around St. Louis and turned over to tax!i- 
dermists. One of the finest of these was 
shot in St. Charles County, and is now pre- 
served at Monticello Seminary, at Godfrey, 
Ill The only explanation of the presence 
of the ibis in the Mississippi Valley is that 
he is a traveler and sometimes wanders far 
from home. 

Another strange bird to be seen In Mis- 
souri in the autumn is the cormorant. Of 
late this bird has increased in numbers un- 
til it is not rare. It is almost as large as 
a goose, has ‘& long neck, almost black, 
and is a fisheater. The native country of 
the cormorant is China, where the fisher- 
men iet him take their fish for them. They 
place a metal ring around his neck to pre- 
vent swallowing the fish he catches. The 
cormorant is one of the most expert of 
divers, and he can bring up many fishes in 
a day, sitting patient as a kingfisher until 
he sees his prey, and then going down 
with a flop and a flip. The cormorants of 
the Mississippi Valley go in great flocks, 
and at this season of the year it is pos- 
sible to see a hundred of these fleet birds 
go by. They fly side by side in a long black 
line, and persons who do not recognizo 
them by their formation of flock peculiar to 
them in flight ordinarily see

Certainly there were local 
conditions and feelings then that do not 
apply to our present civilization. 

It seems to me that the combination of 
the exalted offices of mother and minister 
in one ptrsonality should spiritualize the 
church. The refinement and sympathy of 
the womanly nature fit women especially 
for the pastoral office. 

Motherhood is no barrier to the pulpit. 
A healthy, mentally alert and capable and 
well-balance woman ' might yet become a 
mother and accomplish a vast amount of 
ministerial work. 

Personally I have no wish to become a 
preacher. My husband is one and I am 
the mother of my children and the keeper 
of his house, 


There is nothing in the teaclfings of the 
Christian church that prohibits women from

except the hierarchical Presbyterian, Epis- 
copal and Roman Catholic, have made 
women eligible as members of their coun- 
cils, leaders in the Sunday school and in 
several cases have ordained them minis- 
ters. In the Christian Science churches 
women and men share the pulpit as read- 
ers. 

Of the successful women speakers in the 
church T recall Mrs. Harland of Topeka, 
Kan., Miss Michaels of Knox, Ind., who 
preached for several years, then married 
and went to help her husband in the min- 
istry in Michigan; Mrs. J. H. O. Smith of 
Valparaiso, Ind., who frequently filled her 
husband's pulpit with great credit to her- 
self; Mrs. Anna H. Shaw, a famous woman 
preacher and lecturer at Chautauqua meet- 
ings; Mrs, Florence Higgins Butler of Val- 
paraiso, Ind.; Mrs. Helen. Moses, Mrs. Jen- 
nie Brown Pounds and Mrs. Hazelrigg, be- 
sides the hosts of evangelists, who go about 
holding protracted meetings, delivering fine, 
strong sermons night after night to thous- 
ands of peopls. 

There are thirty or forty passages in 
the Bible in favor of women’s work in pub- 
lic for the church, and only two against it.

T would be premature for me to discuss 
the work of women in the church or 
elsewhere for the reason that I am pre- 

paring a series of sermons to be delivered 
this winter on women in the Bibie, the 
pulpit, art, literature, home and politics. 
I have always been a student of women’s 
place in the world, and have collected @ 
large library on the subject. 

I believe that Paul is misunderstood in his 

general debarment ef women from a share 


in the work of the church. I think it does 
not apply to the chur¢h in general, but was 
intended for that particular church in the 
city of Corinth, Surely, man is taking an 
unChristiah und in debarring women 
from preachi in the churches—still it is 
a debatable question. 

I believe that woman's most exalted and 
useful place is in the home. Still, if she 


- 
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feels called upon to preach and work in the 
church, and has the ability to do so, I do 
not see why she should not enter upon It. 
Christ came as the emancipator of women. 

In many branches of church work women 
cannot be excelled by men—the Sunday- 
school, for instance, or in the Epworth 
League, or the Christian Endeavor societies, 
and in temperance work. é 

Women make the most useful and com- 
petent of assistants to overburdened pas- 
tors. The best assistant I ever had was a 
young woman, who left the service to get 
married. Her tact, faithfulness and in- 
dustry did much to keep the work of the 
church up to its highest standard, She vis- 
ited the sick for me,’ made pastoral calls 
when my work made it impossible for me to 
do so; attended to a vast amount of clerical 
and routine work correctly and promptly, 
and supervised much of the work of the 
Christian Endeavor, Sunday-school and mis- 
sionary work. 

There certainly is a great and valuable 
amount of work for women in the church, 
and it is my experience that wherever they 
have essayed it they have done it with such 
a lofty ideal of duty that it did not fail to 
be well done. 

Women are needed in many branches of 
Christian work. In the homes of the sick 
and needy, to discover the sorrows and re- 
lieve want. They are needed to purify so- 
clety by taking a strong stand for purity 
in personal life and thereby turning away 
from everything that will corrupt the man- 
ners and defile the heart. 

If women had the opovortunity to go to 
the polls on election day, instead of those 
places being cheerless and sometimes re- 
pulsive, they would be adorned with beauty 
and conducted with becoming order and de- 
cency. If women had the ballot politics 
would be purified, the polygamy question 
would be settled, the temperance question 
would he decided, Anarchy would be wiped 
out, blasphemy and prostitution lessened, 
and the country would enjoy a greater de- 
gree of peace, purity and prosperity. 

Women are not only needed as Christian 
teachers in the home, schcol room and 
Sunday school, but in all spheres of life. 
It is their duty to teach by word and ex- 
ample the pure religion of Christ. .

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What Cleveland, Harrison 
and MeKinley Liked 
to Eat, According to 
the Man Who Sup- 
plied Them.

RESIDENTS are very much like other 
people when it comes to eaating. 
Their individual desires in the way of 

food and refreshment are just as character- 
istic of their personality as those of any 
citizen. 

President Harrison was the most difficult 
President for whom I, catered. He had a 
delicate, dainty appetite, ate little, but was 
as particular as an invalid about the qual- 
ity and preparation of his dishes. He ap- 
preciated a tasty, finely-flavored but not 
over-sauced menu; but if his finicky appe- 
tite was displeased he was ready enough 
to find fault. His praise consisted merely 
in his lack of comment. 

He liked a salad, a small portion of the 
best meats, served simply but in endless 
variety, and his desserts must be very sim- 
ple and without, the slightest suspicion of 
over flavoring. 

In some respects. President Harrison 
might be termed a high liver, but his gener- 
al characteristic was daintiness of appetite, 
I catered for Gen. Harrison only a short 
while, but long enough to observe his pe- 
culiarities, and I never envied my successor 
during his term in office. 

President Cleveland was a difficult man 
to please in some respects, but once you un- 
derstood his tastes everything was easy. I 
was with Postmaster-General Dickinson for 
a number of years before President Cleve- 
land appointed me as Nis steward. President 
Cleveland and Mr. Dickinson were alike 
in tastes, and I had little difficulty In cater- 
ing to the President’s desires. He liked 
game, fish, good meats and was a hearty 
lover of well-selected and tastily prepared 
viands. He was particularly fond of canvas- 
back duck. 

On one occasion a friend of President 
Cleveland expected him to luncheon. This 
was when the President was living out at 
Red Top. There were also several of Mr. 
Cleveland’s intimate friends among the par- 
ty. The host was anxious to serve canvas- 
backs during the little meal, but there was 
not so much a8 a single feather of the bird 
in this vicinity. Cold-storage ducks could 
be gotten In New York, but this gentleman

I heard afterwards that canvasbacks were 
the principal dish at the dinner, and I in- 
vestigated. That steward had got some 
young tame ducks of about the size of can- 
vasbacks. He stuffed them full of celery 
seed and celery tops and put them away for 
a couple of days in a good atmosphere, and 
then had them dressed in true camp style 
and done to a turn. 

The President spoke of those ducks and 
wondered where his friend got them; but I 
tell you if he had had a bit of the real thing 
within two or three weeks previousgno such 
deceit would have fooled him. “I never 
found out, anyway, whether the President 
was really fooled by those ducks or not. 
He did not ask me to get any soon after- 
ward, but he certainly did praise them at 
the luncheon, as I heard from others. It 
may have been just his way-of accepting 
the politeness of his host. 

President McKinley was the easiest Pres- 
ident to please. He wanted things nice, of 
course, and he had a way of getting what 
he wanted. He was very particular as toa 
state dinner, and would go over the re- 
sources for such an event very carefully. 
In his personal habits he was very simple. 

When he was at home, If I may put it 
that way, or had a few friends, he liked to 
have his dinner served family style, and 
would frequently have dinner served so he 
could carve the meats himself instead of 
having them served in courses by the ser- 
vants. He was very genial on such occa- 
sions and would joke and laugh just as if 
he did not have a care In the world. 

He was particular as to a state dinner, 
but he loved a little family circle and would 
take all kinds of pains to satisfy his guests 
on these occasions. When he could carve 
a good roast or a turkey and chat with ease 
he was happy, and he knew all sorts of Iit- 
tle anecdotes to relate at such times. 

All the ts I served 


relished them in every form from salad to 
broiled. President McKinley would not let 
a lobster come into the house; he did not 
like the smell of it. 

President Harrison was not particular as 
to any single fish. What he wanted was 
delicacy and natural taste. He liked oys- 
ters grown on reefs near the celery beds, 
and he would sometimes sprinkle a small 
portion of the seed over the pile of oysters 
some hours before opening. He liked the 
little ones, well flavored and fat. 

Mrs. McKinley paid no attention to 
housekeeping or the table. She liked fruit 
and little dainties, but did not care to 
superintend things or give orders for the 
food About the only thing I know about 
the way the McKinleys liked things cooked 
was the ceoking of a turkey. You had to 
get a young hen turkey of good weight. 
The hen is more tender than the gobbief?. 
It was cleaned in the usual way and rinsed 
several times, and then dried with a soft 
towel. They were always careful not to 
pack it too closely with the stuffing. For 
this a dozen large oysters were minced

_§ng cold and rain outside seemed a posi- 


tively balmy and hopeful atmosphere by 
comparison. 

I set forth to see Mme. Sarah Grand with 
the dull hopelessness that only a newspaper 
reporter can appreciate—the fear of con- 
fronting a very bad quarter of an hour of 


life. 

But it had to be. So I crept meekly to 
the Everett house and sent my card up 
to Mme. Sarah Grand and was asked to go 
to the parlor. “She will doubtless send her 
secretary to represent her,’ I reflected, 
*‘and he or she will stand during the seance 
with folded hands, a pained expression, and 
will utter monosyllables in a disapproving 
voice.”’ 

And presently a tall, slender woman, 
gowned all im black, came almost shyly to- 
ward me and with a charming smile held 
forth her hand and said: “How very good 
of you to take so much trouble to look me 
up!” 

Now, what do you think I felt as I looked 
@t the paradox of ladies? For I assure you 
© rah Grand is just as far removed from 
the consciously superior person as it is 
possible to imagine. 

The Englishwoman who has come to 
America to lecture on “Mere Man” is possi- 
bly forty-two or three years of age. 

She looks younger, and if it were not 
for the traces of grief about her mouth 
and eyes, which only years can make, I 
should say she was not forty. Her figure 
is positively girlish. . 

She is slightly above medium height, with 
a splendidly modeled head and dark brown 
hair in which no thread of silver is to be 
geen. Her eyes are blue, her nose strong 
and intellectual, and the mouth sad in re- 
pose, with a pathetic little droop at the 
sides telling a tale of sorrow, but without 
@ trace of bitterness. The whole face, in 
fact, reflects extreme gentleness—almost 
timidity. Her voice is soft, low and candid 
—a very sympathetic English voice. 

Mme. Sarah Grand was so absolutely un- 
like my preconceived plan of her that I 
felt positively shocked. 


She was just a very quiet, rather embar- 
rassed, highly sensitive gentlewoman in 4 
etrange country and anxious to do what 
is expected of her. 

“I. suppose,” I said, “you know the repu- 
tation of the American journalist and have 
made up your mind to endure the torments 
ef the interviewed celebrity?’ 

' “Not at all,” said the author of ‘Te 
Heavenly Twins.’” ‘‘I find it very friendly 
and kind of you to take so much trouble 


@bout me. 

“If you would only tell me what you 
would like me to talk about I am sure I 
shall be very pleased to give you all the 
matter you wish for your article.’’ 

“Will you talk with me and let the pho- 
tographer for the Suiday Post-Dispatch 
take pictures as we chat?’’ I asked. 

For I had all the time been wondering 
whether the artist waiting below would be 
aliowed to take an exclusive picture or 
would be sent on his way without a chance 
to take a likeness of Mme. Sarah Grand. 

Sometimes such disasters have befallen 
the ardent. But Mme. Grand only looked 
surprised and rather timidly said: 

“Why, certainly, if you would like it; only 
I have some pictures with me taken in Lon. 
don. Wouldn't it save you a great deal 
of trouble if you were to use the English 
photographs?” 

Think of a celebrity anting to save a 
newspaper representative trouble! It really 
did seem too beautiful to be true. , 

But I explained to Mme. Grand that a 
picture taken in her own apartments would 


reflect more of her own personality and 
would so have greater charm for her 
American audience and immediately she 
acquiesced and we at once went to her sit- 
ting-room. 

Mme. Grand’s embarrassment passed 
away as soon as she began to talk about 
her work—especially her interest in the 
progress of women. “It has been so much 
easier for the women in this country to 
gain their freedom than for us in Eng- 
land,’”’ she said. 

Mme. Grand is an enthusiastic believer in 
the unlimited capacity of woman and in the 
absolute equality of the sexes. 

She was born in Ireland of English par- 
ents, and was married when but 16 to Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel McFall, a widower with two 
young sons. 

Col. McFall took hfs girl-wife to the 
far East, and what she saw there of man’s 
inhumanity to woman so aroused her sense 
of outrage that it has eventually led her 
into the very fore of the woman’s move- 
ment. She is an ardent clubwoman and a 
devoted friend of the wage-earners of her 
own sex, and has done much for the bet- 
terment and amelioration of the conditions 
of the poor girls of London and the prov- 
inces. 

Eight thousand women recently present- 
ed to Mme. Grand a beautiful diamond 
necklace in commemoration of the reforms 
and advantages she had achieved for them. 

In speaking of this gift Mme. Grand said: 
“It is an exquisite orrament and I love 
to wear it, for I am intensely fond of per- 
sonal adornments; but I value it beyond 
words as an expression of love and confi- 
dence from all those dear women. 

“I think pretty and appropriate dress a 
great factor in dealing with the moral] force 
of awakening womanhood. 

“I have some photographs that my step- 
sons call ‘The British matron in propria 
personae,’ and they really are quite too 
dreadful! 

“I am too discouragingly feminine to be 
admitted in the circle of the strong-minded 
though I were so inclined, for among other 
weaknesses I am dreadfully superstitious. 
This tiny little trinket, for instance’’—in- 
dicating a golden bauble suspended from a 
long chain worn about the neck—“‘is my 
fetish, I assure you I could not write or 
lecture without it. 

“And I also wear a Zodiac ring, which 
I firmly believe brings me good luck. These 
rings are only made under certain condi- 
tions. They are hammered out by the na- 
tives of a little village on the coast of East 
Africa. The craftsmen will only make the 
ring on condition that the best-beloved of 
the man who ordered it is to wear it. 

“Now, my ring was ordered for me by 
my stepson, Mr. McFall, who put it on 
my finger. Two years later my stepson 
was about to marry a lovely girl, and I 
offered to give him the Zodiac ring that he 
might present it to his fiancee. ‘It is for 
the best-beloved,’ I said, ‘and I must abdi- 
cate in favor of the sweetheart.’ But he 
refused because, he said, the Zodiac ring 
was made for him on condition that it 
should never be worn by any but the 
woman to whom it was first given. If it 
were transferred to another hand it would 
Surely bring ill-luck —

A STATEMENT OF THE PLAN.

HIS school is the result of a factory 

T inspection, made last fall by the in- 

dustrial committee of the Wednes- 


‘day Club. We found the environments 


appalling. Of course we found the condi- 
tions and surroundings in some of the 
factories very good, but they were de- 


cidedly in the minority. The physical, 


mental and moral surroundings in the 
most of them were deplorable. 

‘ From our inspection we found that a 
girl who could obtain work in a factory, 
no matter how small the compensation, 
would not work in a family. We in- 


_ quired into the cause of this, and found 
their objections to be based on very good 
- -yeasons.° 


First, the girl who works in a home 


in the factory goes to work at 


80. or 8 o'clock in the morning, and 


, for the day ends at 5:30 
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tory girl has her evenings, she can seek 
amusement, study or work. 

Second, the social standing is not the 
same. The girl who works in the home 
of some one else cannot marry the same 
class of men that the girl who works in 
a factory can. Why? Because she has 
to receive her company in the kitchen, 
through the back door. Self-respecting 
young men will not call on her. Not 
because she is not a good pure girl, but 
because they are too proud-spirited to be 
entertained in a kitchen, when they can 
be entertaind in a parlor or a cozy little 
sitting room elsewhere. I cannot blame 
them; I admire them for their pride. 

Then, again, the mothers of girls who 
have to go to work, and who are not 
able to fill a clerical position, refuse to 
allow them to work in a home because 
it takes their daughters from them en- 
tirely. There are no quiet evenings at 
home. The daughter is lost to the fam- 
ily. They prefer that they take up fac- 
tory work so that they may-still remain 
in the home. In this they are right. 

Again, there is the stigma that seems 


tions, and the school seemed to be the 
only solution of the problem. So we de- 
cided to organize and prove the correct- 
ness of our solution. 

We hope to benefit both sides. We 
have discussed our plans pretty thor- 
oughly, but as yet have not set down 
any rules or bylaws. The purpose of the 
association is to organize with a capital 
stock of $10,000. As soon as we get a 
sufficient amount of this sum we will 
elect our officers, form-our constitution 
and bylaws and incorporate under the 
laws of the State of Missouri. 

It is not a money-making 
neither is it a charity. 

We propose to make it a self-sustain- 
ing institution after the stock has been 
subscribed and the school has been se- 
curely established. 

I have been sending out circulars con- 
taining the following list of questions.

2. How many hours per week would you 
employ outside help? 

3. On what days of the week would you 
wish them to come in? 

4. At what hours of the day would it be 
most convenient for you to have them? 

5. Could you arrange to have them 
other hours than those preferred? 

6. Could you, by employing sufficient out- 
side help, do away with one or more em- 
ployes living in your house? 

7. Provided there was no difference in ex- 
pense, would you be willing to make such 
a change? If not willing, please state rea- 
sons. 

8. If the following estimate of the cost of 
a household employe to her employer, over 
and above her wage, does not seem to you a 
f one, please write out in the space in- 
dicated what you consider a fair estimate 
of each item of expense given.

FOR SETTLING THE SERVANT PROBLE 


DISCUSSED BY MISTRESS AND MAID. 


From the replies we hope to arrive 
at some definite plane and to know in 
just what light or move is held by the 
housekeepers. “Of course where a 
family has a number of small children 
it will be impossible for the work to 
be done from the outside, and I pre- 
sume in many other cases it will be so, 
yet we believe that ‘arrangements of 
the most satisfactory nature can be 
made in most cases, 

The girls will be trained in the vari- 
ous branches of housework such as 
she is capable of doing and what she 
prefers doing. Each student will have 


to remain in the school for at least 
two weeks before being sent our. This 
is in order for us to d#scertain her 


ability and reliability. Then she is sent 
out on calls that we think fitted to her. 
Some one Wants a girl to do the sweep- 
ing and dusting in the forenmon, we 
will send the girl. After she has fin- 
ished she will return to the school and 
report and then may be sent out in 
the afternoon on some other call. 
There will be girls to go to the homes 
and prepare a lunch or dinner. It will 
be a relief to many housekeepers to 
know that when they are going to 
have company that they can have a re- 
liable girl come and prepare and serve 
a good lunch or dinner. There will be 
girls to go to homes and do all the 
family mending. In fact, we propose 
to have skilled help in all branches of 
hoiework. 

Parties desiring to receive employes 
from the school must be subscribers, 
paying the subscriber's fee and furnish- 
ing vouchers as to standing and re- 
liability. 

The employer will transact all busi- 
ness direct with the school. The em- 
ploye will be paid by the school at so 
much per week. The pay will be ac® 
cording to the nature of the work and 
her ability. 


By this method the employe _ will 
have the advantage of earning more 
than she would otherwise. She will 
have her evenings at home. The em- 
ployer.will have good competent help 
with less expense. 

We may have a laundry attached 
with the school. This has not beer 
definitely decided. It has been sug- 
gested that a French laundry be con- 
nected. We have not given this much 
consideration as yet, on account of a 
great many more important matters 
claiming our attention. 

In all likelihood there will be a 
boarding house attached to the school 
for the benefit of girls who have no 
homes in the city. If this is done it 
will be run on a home-like principle. 
This seems very practical, as the train- 
ing of the students in school would 
be turned to account in this manner, 
and we would be able to give cheaper 
board to the girls. 


We would like very much to have 
the school established by next month, 
but I hardly think this possible, as 
we are trying to get one of the large 
houses east of Grand avenue. As yet 
we have not decided upon any particu- 
lar house. When we do there will have 
to be a great deal of remodeling done 
to make it suitable for our work. Per- 
haps the home may be in working or- 
der by the middle of Névember, not 
later than the first of December. 

The word “servant” will not e ap- 
plied to any of the girls. It takes skill 
to cook. An ignorant person cannot 
go into a modern kitchen and prepare 
a meal. It takes science. And there 
is no reason why a cook should not be 
respected. And I think that they are 
respected. While the term cook applied 
to a whole class seems to carry with 
it a sort of stigma, yet I find that indi- 
vidual cooks are treated with a good 
deal of respect. 


CRITICISM OF A DOMBESTIC"“HELP"” 


Iss ANNA PETERSON, for nine 
M years “help’’ in the same household 
at 3400 Morgan street, has replied 

to the Wednesday Club’s plan. 

Miss Peterson, experienced “help,” (she 
does not like the word servant) declares the 
plan ‘mpracticable. 

She says it would lead directly to the for- 
mation of a servant girls’ union, autdcratic 
in its dictation and inflexible in its *des- 
potic sway over the housekeeper.

READ the scheme of the Wednesday 
| Club for a school of housekeeping, as 
outlined in the Post-Dispatch, 

I read it thoroughly, carefully, and I 
wondered if the person who originated it 
had ever kept help. 

“We will recruit our students from 
city homes,” reads this great scheme. 
Did the writer know that only 8 out of 
10 girls now employed have homes in the 
city? Does she know that only 1 out of 
10 have homes in walking distance of 
their places of employment? 

I know-many working girls, and know 
that both facts I have stated are true. 
My own home is 7200 south. When I 
become: an “employe” who will pay my 
car-fare and for time lost in traveling? 

Does the author of the Wednesday 
Club plan realize that few girls go into 
service until necessity compels? 

Does the founder of the school know 
that one-half of the help come from the 
country, many to send their earnings 
back t6 the folks at home? 

Who would board these girls and pay 
them wages while they were studying 
housekeeping? Will the Wednesday Club 
do so? 

The prospectus of the new school, as 
quoted in the paper, says that only girls 
anxious and willing to learn housekeep- 
ing will be accepted. 

In St. Louis today there are thousands 
of good housekeepers looking for just 
that kind of a girl. 


They will take any good girl, no matter 
how green, and school her in the ele- 
ments of housekeeping, board her and 
pay wages while she learns. And when 
the girl “graduates” the home where she 
has studied is open. 

Perhaps my service has been so pleas- 
ant that ain prejudiced, for there is no 
servant girl problem for me. I have 
worked nine years at one place, receive 
good pay and see no reason why other 
girls can’t do the same. 

Monday night, taking the Wednesday 
Club’s plan as a basis, I made some 
calculations, 

This is what the Wednesday Club re- 
formers figure their plan would save the 
housekeeper if the servant boarded else- 
where: +

I figure these items: Food, $1 (since 
the girl eats at the second table and 
dines off the odd pieces that would be 
thrown away anyhow.) Rent. nothing, 
for families that keep girls have a spare 
room that they would not rent, if unoccu- 
pied; heat, light, 50 cents; wear, tear and 
waste, nothing, for the “employe” will 
waste as much as the regular girl, hence 
these items balance; $1.50 a week would 
come nearer representing the keep of the 
girl. This estimate assumes that the 
girl will do her own laundry work, as is 
customary in most private families. 

This is about the average time schedule 
in most West End families: 


Start breakfast 6:30, serve and clear 
dishes by 9. 

Start luncheon 10:30, serve and clear 
dishes by 2. 


Start dinner 6, serve and clear dishes by 9. 


This gives 15% hours to all meals with 
about 11 hours of actual work and 4% 
hours for intermission, since the girl has 
from 9 to 10:30 and 2 to 5 o'clock vacant 
unless employed at other duties. But my 
figures are for the girl who only cooks 
and cares for the dishes and dining 
room. If this be approximately correct 
how can the “employe” get three meals a 
day in 9 hours time? 

Can the employe cook, serve a meal 
and wash the dishes, set the table and 
put her kitchen in order in three hours? 
I think not. Suppose she requires 10 to 
12 hours for the work, let us figure as to 


the cost—quoting Wednesday Club 
prices:

RS. JAMES CAMPBELL of West-

who live at their own homes, impracticable. 

Mrs. Campbell approves of that portion of 
the plan which provides for the education 
ef servants or prospective servants in the 
various branches of domestic science, but 
she douhts if servants, even with these ad- 
vantages, will be suited to the tastes of 
any employer to whom they may be sent 
for so many hours per day. 

Mrs. Campbell has one of the largest and 
most luxuriously furnished homes in 8t. 
Louis. It is at 2 Westmoreland place. Mrs. 
Campbell employs 12 servants. She pays 
them in the aggregate $400 per month.

T HE plan outlined by Miss Rumbold 
' does not commend itself to me. 
There are some attractive feat- 
ures about it, but there are many rea- 
sons why I consider it impracticable.

During the early years in Illinois and Iowa the couple met with many pri- 
vations. They first settled on a farm, but finding it difficult to make a living, 
Mr. Van Sant taught school in winters and did any and all kinds of work to sup- 
port his family. He had learned in his youth the trade of a ship carpenter and

boat yard. After a time he became superintendent and bought the plant. 

After the civil war Mr. Van Sant formed.a partnership with his son, and is 
mow ® stockholder in the Van Sant & Mussrer Transportation Co. For 60 years 
or more he has been engaged in building, repairing and operating steamboats 
upon the Mississippi river, his fame as a river man extending from St. Paul far 
below St. Louis. 

The mother of the governor of Minnesota is the daughter of Elias Anderson, 
a soldier of the revolutionary war, and is one of the very few living daughters of 
& revolutionary soldier. She is the last survivor of a family of fourteen. 

The reuniqn of Tuesday, beside taking two governors to the Van Sant home, 
included the children, grandchildren and great-grandchildren.

ECAUSE he persisted in working on 

B his farm, across the road from the 

Littleby Methodist Church, on Sun- 
day-Gottlieb Wirzer, an Audrain County 
farmer, living 10 miles northeast of Mexico, 
Mo., has been indicted by the grandjury in 
his county and fined $20 and costs in the 
Audrain County Circuit Court. 

Winzer was indicted upon five counts— 
scalding a hog, whitewashing fruit trees, 
topping oat shocks, rendering lard and 
stacking straw. The information against 
him was taken before the Audrain County 
grandjury in June by his neighbors, the 
major portion of whom are members of the 
Methodist Church across the road from the 
Winzer home. The testimony which the 
Littleby community bore against its neigh- 
bor included a hundred offenses, but it was 
considered sufficient to enumerate five. So 
the hog scalding, tree planting, oat top- 
ping, lard rendering and straw stacking 
were specified in preference to the fence 
building, barn shingling, hog driving, apple 
picking, sowing and reaping, tilling and 
cultivating and many another farm work 
that the grandjury’s informants declared 
they had seen Winzer engaged in on Sun- 
day as they passed his place, or looked 
out upon it from their pews in the Littleby 
church. 

There have been few prosecutions under 
the little-known Missouri statute which 
prescribes that only works of necessity or 
charity may be lawfully performed on 
Sunday, and the Winzer case has attracted 
widespread attention. 

Many people of Audrain County have 
insisted that the case had not been fully 
understood; that it was not because farm- 
er Winzer had not been “a church-going 
man, or even that he did some kinds of 
work on Sunday, that he was prosecuted; 
but because he drew not the slightest dis- 
tinction between Sunday and the other 
days of the week; because he thought no 
more of siaughtering a hog or shinglipg a 
barn, works which flilled the neighborhood 
with shrill squals and sounding blows, on 
Sunday than he did of appearing on the 
highway on Sunday in his working clothes 
and half-bared arms, when his neighbors 
were out in their black and white best; 
because the various Sunday morhing in- 
dustries of the Winzer farm were annoying 


to the congregation of the Littleby Church. 

Upon one occasion that as W. 8. Brooker 
preached from the fext, “Remember the 
Sabbath day to keep it holy,” the preacher 
as he preached and his flock as they heard 
could plainly see through the side window 
the muscular and churchless Winzer stack- 
ing his yelluw oats. His neighbors had re- 
peatedly shown him the error of his way 
and through all the nine years of his resi- 
dence across the road from the Littleby 
Church he had answered them: 

“You fellows spend your Sunday and I'll 
spend mine.”’ 

Fifteen of Winzer’s neighbors bore wit- 
ness against him at the trial in the cireuit 
court. Three farmers of proven probity tes- 
tified to having seen Winzer scalding a hog 
on Sunday;*four others averred they had 
seen him whitewashing his apple trees be- 
tween the hours of 10 and 11 o’clock on a 
Sunday morning while services were in pro- 
gress in the Littleby Church. Others bore 
witness to the oat topping and the straw 
stacking. A single witness testified in the 
case of the lard rendering. He declared 
he had seen Winzer on a certain Sunday 
morning standing over a kettle in his yard. 
He held a long-handled spoon in one hand 
and stirred the contents of the kettle with 
stout sweeps of the spoon. Pinned to it, 
the witness could not say positively that the 
kettle contained lard. He admitted it might 
have been hog food or even fruit for the 
winter’s store. So on this count the prose- 
cution failed. The defendant explained that 
topping the oats on Sunday had been a no- 
cessity because of an approaching rain. All 
the other charges he denied. The jury could 
not believe that danger of rain or any oth- 
er necessity hac prompted Winzer to scald 
a hog on Sunday; neither could they believe 
that, in plunging fat shoats in and out of a 
steaming cauldron Winzer could have been 
actuated by a desire to do charity. So on 
the hogyscalding count they found him gull- 
ty. 

The prosecuting attorney, who is Howard 
Bickley of Mexico, had taken the precau- 
tion to consult experts in the matter of 
the tree painting. They had assured him 
that there existed no enemy of fruit trees 
so swift and certain in destruction that 
Winzer could not have waited over Sunday 
to whitewash his trees. So the jury found 
him guilty here. In the matter of straw- 
stacking the jury declared the defendant 
not guilty by way of compromise, and they 
recemmended that, for the two offenses of 
which he had been adjudged guilty, Winzer 
be fined $20 and costs, amounting to $140 in 
all. 


The prosecuting attorney recommended 
that, inasmuch as Winzer was without any 
other means of paying so much money 
without borrowing it on his 80 acres of land, 
he be released on promise to pay the $20, 
and that the payment of costs be stayed. 
So the defendant was paroled by Judge 
Hughes, and ‘was given until the second 
week of next January to pay the $20 fine, 
his parole being conditional that henceforth 
he “‘Remember the Sabbath day to keep it 
holy,”’ even he and all his house. 


Gottlieb Winzer is 45 years of age, short, 
muscular and almost gray-haired. He has 
small black eyes and heavy features. He 
was born in Germany, came to the United 
States in 1884 and worked until nine years 
ago as a miner. He moved into the Lit- 
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tleby Church neighborhood tn 
married qa year later and has 
young children. His wife is one

sional tasks in the fie’l, and the neighbor- 
hood complaints of unconcern for the Sab+ 
bath at the home opposite the Littleby 
church have related to Mrs. Winser as well 
as her liege lord. 

I went into the field after Winzer. Like 
a plowman of old, he left his work on the 
instant and walked across the plowed 
ground with me toward the house, explain- 
ing the while that he was the victim of 
neighbors, who banded together and per- 
secuted him for reasons that he had not 
been able to understand. 

“That man and that man, and the one 
over there,” and he pointed to houses across 
the prairie, “are against me. They want 
to make me get out of the neighborhood, 
and I won't go.” 

Up at the house I talked with Winger and 
his wife. When the husband was fined in 
the c@éurt at Mexico, Mrs. Winger an- 
nounced 

“If Gottlieb can't do the work on Sunday, 
I'll do it. I'll sew, anyhow.” 

Ard so she will. Anyone would know thag 
to see her, for doggedness deadens any en- 
thusiasm that might otherwise glow in hep 
face. 

Winzer went to a bureau and pulled out « 
packet of letters he had received since his 
trial. They were a very amusing exhibit. 

Robert L. D. Balfour wrote from 
Mo., expressing his sympathy with Winger, 
and declaring that if the courts would fine 
the man who won't work at all, rather 
than the man who works foo much, it would 
be doing society a service, 

A land agent at Blackwell, Okla., wrote: 

“I guess after this you'll want to leave 
that part of the country. Come down here. 
I'll sell you cheap a good farm, where you 
can work every Sunday if you want to and 
nobody giving a rip.” 

Map makers of Minneapolis, Minrk, write 
Winzer to ask him if he will do somé work 
in the evenings in his neighborhood for 
them. The company possibly thinks «6 man 
who will not rest on Sunday is a hustler of 
rare energies. 

Miss Etta Semple, editing the Free

he stands, assuring him that the people of 
her faith work when they please and know 
not the Sabbath day to observe it whea 


they feel: like doing work. 

A man writes from Moberly, Mo., asking 
Winzer to employ him on the farm.

Invited by the Sunday Post-Dispatch to write on the most remarkable of re- 
cent astronomical discoveries, Sir Robert Ball chose the achievements of the late 
Prof. Keeler and his assistants at the Lick Observatory of California.

LONDON, Oct. 20. 
PROPOSE to give in this article some 
little account of the great advances 
which have been recently madein our 
our knowledge of the heavenly bodies. And 
restrict a subject of such vast extent with- 
in the necessary bounds I shall treat only 
of some particular discoveries which are at 
the present moment most engaging the at- 
tention of those who delight in the wonders 
of the heavens. 
— may, in the first place, mention the 


discovery which has most interested me. 


personally, as it has, I know, many others. 

This particular achievement, like many 
thers of the same kind, has been made on 
the other side of the Atlantic. 

The discovery I am now to discuss is but 
the latest of the long series of announce- 
ments with which from time/to time the as- 
tronomers of the Lick Observatory in Cali- 
fornia have astounded as well as instructed 
the world. . 

To exhibit the full significance of this ad- 
vance—to give, as it were, to the achievo- 
ment its due perspective—I may be per- 
mitted to describe in a few words the state 
of our knowledge before this discovery, 
when perhaps we shall see more clearly how 
our knowledge has since been exemplified. 

Among the most striking objects which 
the telescope shows in the heavens those 
fire mists which are called nebulae hold an 
important place. 

These objects, or rather the most impor- 
tant of them, such as the great nebula in 
Orion of the dumbbell nebula, have a justly 
deserved fame as celestial wonders, which 
places them in the very foremost rank of 
telescopic objects... Even Saturn does not 
forth a more impressive spectacle to the lov- 
er of nature than does the first of the two 
objects just named. 

* But the two nebulae here referred to are 
only two out of many similar objects. Some 
of *them are conspicuous in a good tele- 
scope; others are comparatively small. 
‘There are many which can only be seen 


with a telescope of the very highest per- 


fection, and which appear merely as faint 
‘stains of light in the sky. 

The labors of Sir William Herschel and 
Gis successors added to the number of these 
Objects, so that the great catalogue in which 
they were described contained about 5000 
nebulae. 

Such was the state of our knowledge of 
the nebulae up to the time when the recent 
startling advance was made. If it be con- 
sidered that 5000 is a large number of these 
objects (it being remembered that every 
one of them is invisible to the naked eye) 
what will be thought of the announcement 
that the number of nebulae has now been 
shown to be twenty times as great? 

That this is really true can only be de- 
scribed as one of the most remarkable ad- 
vances that has ever been made in our 
knowledge of the heavens. 

It is now a good many years since Dr. 
A. A. Common, a distinguished English 
astronomer and a most skillful mechanician, 
constructed an unusually large telescope. 
This instrument Was of that type known as 
@ reflector. 

The great mirror was three feet in diam- 
eter, and its optical perfection was such 
that Dr. Common obtained with it a photo- 
graph of the great nebulae in Orion of such 
delicacy and completeness of detail that 
it obtained for its author the high honor 
of the gold medal of the Royal Astronomi- 
cal Society. 

In due time this admirable telescope came 
into the possession of Mr. Edward Cross- 
ley of Halifax and the next incident in its 
history, which need here be noted, was its 
presentation by Mr. Crossley to the Lick 
Observatory in California. 

It was there received by Prof. Keeler, the 
late eminent director of that famous insti- 
tution, reared for the study of the stars on 
the summit of Mount Hamilton on the pure 
skies of the Pacific coast. After some un- 
avoidable delay in the due erection and 
adjustment of an.instrument so large and 
elaborate, Prof. Keeler was at last able to 
commence the exploration of the heavens 
with its aid. 

To appreciate duly what follows we have 
to understand that in these modern days 
the astronomer is not only able to avail 
himself of instruments of a perfection un- 
dreamed of by the early astronomers, but 
he is also able to substitute for the human 
tye something which is more delicate and 
pensitive. He is able to use the photo- 
graphic plate. 

Now that every one is familiar with the 
Roentgen rays, it has become a part of 
ordinary knowledge that the photographic 
plate possesses a power of seeing rays of 
light which are quite invisible to our eyes. 

But that which everyone has learned by 

the wonderful specimens of the Roentgen 
ray photography was already known to 
many astronomers who were engaged in 
the study of the nebulae. They knew that 
@ plate exposed in a telescope to the sky 
would represent with a great increase of 
detail those objects which the eye could 
gee with the help of the telescope. But 
they had also experience that* the plate 
would do much more than that. 
On the development of the plate after a 
long exposure of perhaps an hour, or often 
several hours, many objects would be un- 
mistakably shown which were so faint that 
ho eye had ever seen them even when the 
most powerful telescope was employed. 

“The experience of Prof. Keeler showed 


that all expectations previously formed as 
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well-known nebulae in Orion and the 
Dumbbell. As might be expected, these ob- 
jects were shown with a fullness of detail 
and a beauty that had never before been 
possible. 

But while he succeeded so admirably in 
securing portraits of objects with which 
astronomers were already famflliar, he 
could not help noticing that the plates 
showed many other indications of nebulae 
previously unknown. 

It not infrequently happened in the course 
of his night’s work that on the plate which 
represented the nebulae that he specially 
had in view several other nebulae never be- 
fore suspected were also revealed. 

At first he thought, not unnaturally, that 
he had by some lucky accident been led to 
direct his telescope toward some part of the 
heavens in which the nebulae happened to 
be unusually numerous. He sampled the 
heavens, if we may so say, in every .part, 
and in every case new nebulae were brought 
to light. Sometimes there were five new 
nebulae, sometimes there were 10, and in 
some cases there were as many as 20. In 
one case there were even 30 nebulae entirely 
new to science revealed on a single photo- 
graph. In no instance was the number of 
these new discoveries fewer than three. 

To appreciate all that these statements 
imply, we must remember that the extent 
of the heavens which can be included on a 
single plate when used for such purposes is 
very small. The particular conditions 
which the use of a large telescope inspires 
greatly restricts the area of the field which 
can be covered in a single picture. 

The best way of giving some notion of the 
full extent of Prof. Keeler’s discoveries is 
to suppose the whole extent of the heavens 
to be marked out into a mosaic of 40,000 
equal parts. Then each one of those parts 
represents about the extent that can be 
secured on one of the plates when exposed 
in the Crossley reflector. 

It, therefore, follows that if it were pro- 
posed to make a survey of the entire Celes- 
tial sphere by photographs on the same 
scale as those which are used in this par- 
ticular research at the Lick Observatory, 
no fewer than 40,000 plates would have to 
be taken. 

In other words, if the formation of an 
atlas were in contemplation which would 
show the Celestial sphere with all the full- 
ness of detail that is available by our mod- 
ern processes, that atlas would have to 
ccntain no fewer than 40,000 plates. We 
may, indeed, cherish the hope that at some 
time this wonderful representation of the 
sidereal purvis may be completed. 

But we have to say that, as the scientific 
world knows, alas! only too well, this 
great work was not destined to be accom- 
plished by Prof. Keeler. His untimely 
death, which deprived astronomical science 
of one of its most brilliant ornaments, ec- 
curred when but a small number of the 
pages of this wonderful atlas had been com- 
pleted. 

But happily Prof. Keeler had so judicious- 
ly chosen the Celestial regions, *which he 
photographed, that no one can entertain the 
least doubt that tney represent fair average 
specimens of the actual distribution of the 
nebula contents of the heavéens. 

It may, no doubt, be true that there are 
tracts of sky which contain fewer new 
nebulae than the three that were the ®mall- 
est that Prof. Keeler noted. It 1s, indeed, 
not at all unlikely that there may be re- 
gions in which no new nebulae whatever 
could be found within the area referred to. 

On the other hand, it is equally likely that 
the places in which 20 new nebulae were 
found on the plates happened to lie in a 
part of the sky which was by no means 
richest in these objects. 

It is quite plain that Prof. Keeler made a 
most moderate estimate of the nature of 
his discovery when he assumed that on an 
average ther@ would be at least three new 
nebulae for each of the plates tn the great 
Celestial Atlas. Remembering that there 
would be 40,000 such plates, it follows that 
the discoveries made by Prof. Keeler with 


‘the Crossley refiector at the Lick Observa- 


tory have rendtred it practically certain 
that there must be at least 120,000 new nebu- 
lae in the heavens. 

Thus from the 5000 nebulae which the ear- 
ly catalogues contained we spring at once 
up to a number more than twenty times as 
great. 

There has not been in living memory so 
Startling an addition to our knowledge as 
to the contents of the heavens as that 
which these words contain. 

And it must not be Supposed that the ad- 
dition of all these myriads of objects has 
no more than a mere statistical interest. 
The nebulae, always objects of the very 
closest attention, have within latter days 
acquired much additional significance. 

It is now about a hundred years since the 
famous nebulae theory as to the origin of 
the solar system was put forward. That 
theory assigned a truly wonderful origin to 
the sun and the earth and the planets. They 
were all supposed to have been formed from 
the gradual condensation of a great prim- 
eval nebular or fire mist. 

Modern discoveries. in astronomy as well 
as discoveries in chemistry have tended to 
render this aecount of the origin of our sys- 
tem more and more probable every day. 
This lends much additional interest to the 
study of the nebulae at present to be ob. 
served in the heavens. They were seen to 
be objects which are at this moment in 
much the same physical condition as was 
our solar system itself in the primeval days 
when the nebula from which that system 
has sprung was taking its form. 

Just as the history of an oak tree which 
is many centuries old may be read by look- 
ing at the oaks in a forest which are in ev- 
ery stage, from the acorn just sprouting up 
to the monarch from the times of Queen 
Elizabeth, so the history of our sun system 
may be illustrated by looking at the paral 
lel stages in the evolution of other nebu- 
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of course, desirable to have a very great 
number of nebulae available. We are then 
able to view what may be the other system 
analogous to our own solar system in pro- 
cess of actual formation. We can see some 
instance in which the nebulae is still in 
form merely of an extensively diffused lu- 
minosity. Then we can look at others in 
which the vague volumes of Fire Mist are 
drawing themselves into form. 

In yet other casas we can see the origin 
of the spiral structure in the nebula indica- 
tive of the commencement of what seems 
like planetary orbits, and then again we can 
pass to other. objects in more advanced 
stage in which the nebulosity has almost al- 
together vanished. It has gradually been 
aggregated into the robust stars or globes 
which contribute a new system. 

There is no~ more interesting line of re- 
search than that which teaches us about the 
evolution of our solar system. There is no 
other ‘way in which we can study that 
evolution so well as by the contemplation of 
the parallel changes in progress in other 
nebulae. The great discoveries of Keeler, 
having made it clear that the number of 
nebulae now within reach of our instru- 
ments is more than twenty-fold what had 
previously been supposed, open up a vast 
field for study of the mort interesting as 
well as the grandest phenoraenon of astron- 
omy. 

The question as to the possible existence 
of other worlds is, of course, one of per- 
ennial interest. This consideration, in ad- 
dition to many others, always makes the 
two large planets nearest to us, Venus and 
Mars, receive a large share of the atten- 
tion of astronomers. The favorable condi- 
tions offered by Mars have made it much 
more easy to observe than Venus, and con- 
sequently it is to the former planet that 
we now specially refer. 

The words are as true now as they were 
when Sir William Herschel uttered them, 
that the resemblance between Mars and the 
earth is one of the most remarkable facts 
in the solar system. We must, however, 
admit that in one remarkable respect this 
resemblance is not quite so striking as we 
once supposed. 

It used to be believed that Mars contained 
open oceans of water which covered a 
large part of the surface of his globe just 
as the oceans of the earth cover a large 
part of the surface here. But modern re- 


search has shown that this is not the case.. 


Those dark marks on the Martain planet 
which were once not unnaturally thought to 
be oceans by contrast to the ruddy parts 


other features which are essentially per- 
manent. These features were not seen Dy, 
or at all events they escaped the notice of, 
the early observers, whose instrumental 
equipment was necessarily very inferior to 
that which is now employed. 

It is, however, certain that these fea- 
tures exist, and, as it is equally certain 
that -_permanent marks could not be ex- 
hibited across the extent of a deep open 
ocean, it is certain that the oceans on Mars 
must be dismissed from our belief just as 
the oceans that the ancients fancied they 
saw on the moon had to take their de- 
parture when accurate observation began. 

But though there are no open seas on 
Mars, yet we may not affirm that water is 
absent from that planet. This would in- 
deed not be true. There is nothing more. 
certainly establishe¢ With regard to this 
body then the presence of water under con- 
ditions of very great interest. The water is 
specially to be noticed when it gathers in 
the form of ice at the north and south poles 
of the planet in accordance with the fluc- 
tuations of the seasons. 

We feel no doubt whatever that the white 
masses in the polar regions of Mars which 
go through changes so remarkable really 
are congealed water. We know at least of 
no other substance which could exhibit 
such transformations as they present. 

It would indeed be preposterous to as- 
sume that there was in the planet some 
other material unknown to us which sim- 
ulated in this remarkable manner the trans- 
formation of water. 

Modern spectroscopic research has had 
its most important result tn the revelation 
that the materials of which our earth is 
made are the same as those of which the 
other celestial bodies have been formed, and 
this being so, it is, to sdy the least, ex- 
tremely improbable that: this substance on 
Mars, which goes threugh these changes 
in correspondénce with thé seams on that 
planet, should be any substance other than 
that which runs through like changes here 
under similar climatic conditions, 

We owe to the skill and seal of Mr. Perci- 
val Lowcll a most valuable and instructive 
series of observations on Mars. Having 
provided himself with @ superb telescope 
erected in a situation in Arizona of an at- 
mospheric purity which astronomers in less 
favored regions can only envy, Mr. Lowel! 
has for many years devoted himself to the 
study of Mars... : 

He has shown us how the great Polar 
lca Cap melts into water under the warm 
summer sun on Mars; he has told us of

constitute the only important open sheets 
of water of that globe. 

Mr. Lowell has also studied with the 
greatest care those wonderful ‘“‘canals’”’ on 
Mars which have been discovered by Schi- 
avarelli. The doubts with which the an- 
nouncements assailed are now but seldom 
heard. 

The testimony of astronomers on the sub 
ject must be accepted, even though few 
of them have been so fortunate as to be 
eyewitnesses of these objects under cir- 
cumstances so favorable as those of the 
Italian astronomer, who declares that he has 
seen them with the clearness of a steel en- 
graving and the magicél beauty of an oil 
painting. 

Mr. Lowell has carefully mapped down 
these wonderful features in scores. He 
has made it clear to us that they stand in 
intimate relation to the melting of the 
arctic snows on the plane. 

When the water begins to collect as the 
result of the melting, the canals not to be 
seen at other season, develop into visibility. 
They are so remarkably connected together 
as to form a network over the globe. 

After the approach of winter in the 
changes of the season on Mars, the canals 
decline into invisibility. They 


As the “canals” must be about sixty 
miles in width to be visible to ys, it seems 
obvious that objects we so designate are 
not channels of water. We need not sup- 
nose the actual width of the water to be 
SO great. 

It suffices to suppose that what we see 
is rather a zone of vegetation which has 
been stimulated into growth by the pres- 
ence of water. The fluctuations of these 
so-called canals in correspondence with the 
melting of the waters on Mars are quite 
in accordance with this view. 

But the most astonishing circumstance 
has yet to be stated. [ft is the remarkabie 
straightness of these canals. They do not 
wind to and fro like rivers. They seem to

LEAD quarry, the richest in the his- 
A tory of mining, has been opened out 
here in central Missouri. 

A single miner can take out tons of lead 
in a day in this wonderful mine. Twelve 
thousard dollars tin lead and zinc have been 
taken from a hole 6 feet long, 15 feet wide 
and 20 feet deep, and the light from the 
miners’ lamp is reflected from the walls, 
the ceiling and floor, by black and glisten- 
ing lead. 

Ten acres of land around and Including 
this mine were purchased a year ago at less 
than $50 an acre. Today the owners are of- 
fered $20,000 an acre. 

Frank M. Marriott of Delaware, O., a 
former member of the Ohio State Senate, 
and Homer P. Sewell of Mansfield, O., an 
attorney, found what is now known as the 
Fortuna mine. More than a year ago they 
began drilling in a valley six miles south- 
east of Tipton, They struck a lead and zine 
Geposit of extraordinary depth. Moving the 
drill to several other points in the little val- 
ley they continued striking the rich ore. 
Then, “‘keeping their secret from all the 
rest, safely buttoned within their vest,” 
they began buying the land around them. 
They got more than 250 acres, the most of it 
at from $35 to $50 an acre. 

Satisfied that they were on the safe side, 
Messrs. Marriott and Sewell sunk a shaft. 
It entered the ore at 69 feet. At 100 feet the 
ore body was richer than ever. At 118 feet 
i¢ was- almost solid lead. They stopped 
there. None but the employes were per- 
mitted in the shaft. The ore taken out in

owners of the mine put up a power house 
and ore crushers. 

Within the next few weeks news of the 
discovery got out. Representatives of big 
mining companies began coming in to in- 
vestigate. People began to buy and lease 
land. Drilling crews came in until there 
were more than 20 in the neighborhood, and 
farm lands, too barren to be worth $30 an 
acre began going up to $75, $100, $150 and $290 
an acre. 

Everybody kept still. The accepted watch- 
word of the district was “keep still.”” So 
that one finds today a district ten miles 
long by four and five miles wide all pur- 
chased, leased or under option. It {s not for 
sale. The Tipton lead and zinc district op- 
ening has been a coup. There has been no 
excitement, and the whole thing has been 
done within the last year— nine-tenths of 
it within the last three months. 

Illustrative of the quiet, quick work done 
by the land buyers is the experience of one 
of the farmers. He sold half of his 40-acre 
farm at $50 an acre less than three months 
ago. He had heard of the lead. But he 
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heard in time to save the remaining 2 
acres. His price now-—4s $1000 an acre, and 
he is drilling the land himself. As a rule 
the farmers have not fared badly. Some of 
them became aware of what was going on 
soon after the buying began, and they re- 
fused to sell. More than one farmer holds 
his farm intact in the heart of the ore dis- 
trict. Others leased their lands to compa- 
nies which contract to give them 15 per cent 
of all ores mined. Still others organized 
companies and bought land themselves. 
There are two of these farmers’ companies. 
One of them holds more land than any oth- 
er company in the district, having upwards 
of 2600 acres. 

Rey Bain, a Tipton banker, William 
Woods and John and Jefferson Renshaw, 
the last three farmers, have been among 
the local people to hold their own in the 
quick and silent rush for land. 

I spent this day in the Tipton district, I 
visited the mines, the shafts and drills. I 
saw many of the people concerned. And 
these are the conditions: 

There {s one operating mine. This is the 
Fortuna, where the ore body was discoy- 
ered. Fottrteen men are working there. 
Five of these are under ground. This morn. 
ing they sent up seven tons of free lead and 
a ton of jack, in addition to a quantity of 
lead in disseminated limestone that cannot 
be worked until the company shall have 
erected a mill. 

I weat down in the mine and investigated 
it for half an hour. There is a strong flow 
of water, requiring continuous pumping. 
The abundance of lead in the mino is re- 
markable. Everywhere, tn the walls, floor 
and roof, are masses of black lead, some of 
them two and three feet in diameter. The 
limestone everywhere is full of lead and 
zinc. The owners of the mire say they have 
not yet found the boundaries of the ore 
body, and that they have drilled into it 73 
feet without finding the bottom 

There are nine shafts going down in the 
district. One of these is working in pay 
dirt at 40 feet. 

There are ten companies in the district 
They are not buying and selling land. They 
have bought, and there is no more land to 
buy. They are developing their properties, 
and between 20 and 30 drills are thumping 
away in the limestone. The promoter is 
singularly eliminated in the Tipton dis- 
triot. 

There are two incorporated companies, 
The others are too new to be so far pro- 
gressed. One of the incorported companies 
is the Fortuna Land and Mining Co., tn 
which the stockholders are Frank M. Mar- 
riott of Delaware, O.; Homer P. Sewell of 
Mansfield, O.; William 8S! Cappeller, pub- 
lisher of the Mansfield (Ohio), News; Mon- 
roe Harmon, president of the Bessman 
Grocer Co., Mansfield, O., and William F. 
Quigley, an attorney at Tipton. The com- 
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pany has 200 acres. 


The other incorporated company in the 
field is the Hot Springs Fuel and Ol! Co. 
Charles N. Rix, president of the Hot 
Springs (Ark.), National Bank, is president; 
A. A. Daugherty of Daugherty & Albert, 
bankers at 69 Wall street, New York City, 
is vice-president; William D. Ham of Hot 
Springs is secretary, and H. P. Collings of 
Hot Springs treasurer. This company has 
800 acres in lease and purchase, representing 
an outlay of $165,000. It has been in the field 
lem than 60 gays.

The 
main line of the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
runs within four and six miles of it at Tip- 
ton, and the Versailles branch of the same 
road runs through it. 


Mining experts and stockholders in the 
difference companies visit Tipton in such 
numbers th&t the hotels are many nights 
taxed beyond their capacity. Investors are 
purchasing real estate in and all around the 
little city.

ALKING a chalk mark is not: the 

easy thing it looks to be. I tried, 
é hence I know. It seemed such a 

hildish task that I smiled when told to 
walk along a crack’ in the floor 45 feet 
long, and well outlined with chalk. 

I stepped on the line with much assur- 
ance, but one step was enough to subtract 
that condition. from my mind. My right 


but the left one stepped forward uncertain- 
ly, and all the will-power which.I fancy 
I possess was not sufficient to make that 
left foot come down unhesitatingly. It was 
not want of confidence that caused me to 
do this, it was muscle weakness brought 
on by the extra nerve tension used in con- 
centrating my efforts to stay on that line. 
The overdemand of one power made the 
other unable to perform its work. 

As soon as 1 discovered myself wavering 
[I resolved to let the line take care of 
itself and attempt to walk without wob- 
bling, whether I kept on the line or not. 
The lessening of concentration had its ef- 
fect. I kept on the Line for five steps. 

I wag too jubilant and I suffered for it. 
At the end of the fifth step my right 
foot rebelled and got off of the line. This 
variance was due to the reaction from the 
intense concentration. 

I gritted my teeth, got back on line, 
walked six steps and away to the right 
went that right foot. I am right-handed 
and consequently the muscles on one side 
of my bedy have been developed more ‘than 
the other. At this point the crack in the 
floor ran between a narrow passageway;

any place else. 

I trembled for a few seconds, and it 
seemed as if two ferces in my mind were 
struggling for the mastery of my body.

HB detection of a state of’ aleoholic 
ge inebriety is not the easiest thing ‘in 
the world for the layman. Very pal- 
pable drunkenness is, of course, apparent to 
the most casual observer, yet, strange to 
say, many lamentable mistakes haye oeen 
made by the police in throwing into cells 
persons who had been poisoned or were 
in a condition of coma due to. one reason 
or other, under the impression: that be- 
cause they were unconscious they were 
drunk. Such ignorance has cost many a 
life that might have been saved by medical 
skill. 

Only a few days ago a case In point oc- 
curred In St. Louls, ,where a respectable 
South side merchant who went to a dispen- 
sary “to be treated for a blow on the head, 
was adjudged inebriated by a policeman 
and taken by him to-the city hospital 


where, in spite of his protests, he was 
locked up in one of the cells for the ob- 
servation of insane and violently intoxi- 
cated persons. Of all the persons in the 
dispensary and the hospital who observed 
him none saw that he was not drunk, but 
stunned and confused by a blow on the 
head.

An eastern judge recently handed down 
from the bench the undigested opinion that 
a man who did net stagger was not drunk. 
Judge Ralph Wheeler of the superior court 
of Connecticut refused to divorce a woman 
from her husband, whom she charged with 
being an habitual drunkard, on the ground 
that a woman's testimony in this regard 
was not trustworthy, and demanded that 
the more expert knowledge of men 0be 
brought to bear on the subject. But the 
judge made the common mistake of think- 
ing that all men are capable of judging de- 
grees of drunkenness. They are not. = 
Quite recently the city marshal of Macon, 
Mo., bethought himself of a plan whereby 
he might justly determine the degree of 
sobriety of arrested persons. He caused a 
chalk Line to be drawn on the floor of the 
police station. Persons alleged to be in- 
toxicated were made to walk this line in 
the presence of witnesses. If they deviated 
from the straight and narrow mark they 
were adjudged drunk and the persons who 
witnessed their defection were used to con- 
vict them in court. 


The marshal meant to do the right thing 
by the alleged drunkards, but he is evident- 
ly a person of inexperience. Walking the 
chalk line, or a crack in the floor, is an old 
barroom trick. I have seen it tried many a 
time when a partially intoxicated person 
footed it perfectly, while an entirely sober 
man coguld not do it. There is a reason for 
this. Many men are careless walkers, and 
have poor control of the co-ordinating 
movements of the legs. The reason the par- 
tially drunken person kept straight to the 
line was because, under the stimulus of a 
limited quahtity of alcohol, he was able to 
keep his mind concentrated exactly on the 
line before him. His cerebellum—the seat of 
the vital forces of physical action—being 
stimulated and not yet benumbed by the 
alcohol, was temporarily more capable than 
that of the sober man. Then, too, he was 
stimulated by a species of pride that made 
walking the crack imperative. 


Now there ate two kinds of drunkenness, 
that of the head and that of the legs.’ In 
other words, the two big areas of the brain 
may be affected separately by alcohol. 
When the cerebrum is affected the higher 
faculties are so Mnarcotized or alcoholized 
that they: are paralyzed and incapable of 
registering impresstons of the memory and 
consciousness. 

The higher brain centers are in abeyance, 
as in spontaneous or artificial somnambul- 
ism. This condition may last for Qaya, or 
for only a few minutes. Crime may be oom- 
mitted without motive, or apparent plan, 
when in this condition, but when studied 
the @etails and methods of execution will be 
seen to.be imperfect. After this state has 
passed away there is no remembrance of 
what has occurred. But, singularly, the 
victim of this state, of alcoholism is appar- 
ently sane and In the full vigor of mental 
health. There exist curious records fo 
prove this statement. 

Il remember’ the case of a man. who 
sailed from New York for Liverpool, hav- 
ing packed his baggage, Dought his ticket 
and arranged his affairs properly before- 
hand. He awoke far out at sea without the

slightest idea of any plan or possible motive 
for go doing. Many men after drinking 
heavily have recovered their senses days 
afterwards many miles from home, in 
strange towns without any idea how they 
got there. <All of these men could have 
walked a chalk line. 


But there is another kind of alcoholic ob- 
session. That which attacks the cerebellum 
from which the motive powers or faculties 
take their initiative. In this portion of the 
brain are centers of movement that affect 
the facial muscles, the Hps, tongue; throat 
and larynx, the speech, the fingers and 
thumbs, the wrists, clbows and shoulders, 
the legs, feet and toes and, at the base of 
the brain, the-equilibrium. When this por- 
tion of the brain Is alcoholized all, or nearly 
all, the sensory faculties are affected. The 
victim's legs and hands and tongue refuse 
to do his. bidding. He says “I will go out 
of that door.” He starts for the door, but 
the portion of his brain that controls his 
motive powers is deranged and cannot do 
its work. He staggers, sways, misses the 
door. loses his equilibrium and falle. He 
has been unable to co-ordinate the muscular 
movements necessary In walking. His brain 
may be clear. He may know what he wants 
to do, and how to do it, but his limba will 
not obey the debauched portion of tue brain 
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that controls them. -They have gone on 
strike. Alcoholic polsoning has destroyed 
harmonious action between the nerve cen- 
ters. 

In certain forms of extreme Intoxication 
both the cerebrum and cerebellum may be 
narcotized and his consciousness and sanity, 
as well as his motive faculties, desert him, 
and he is in the extreme condition of in- 
ebricty. This stage is always apparent and 
unmistakable.
